respondent of 


the Metropolitan Philatelist (New 
York) writes that private proprietary 
stamps may soon be issued as follows: 
He, lie, lie, Lanman & Kemp; lie 
Chas. IT. Fletcher; He, Johnson & 
Johnson; He, Piso & Co.; 21c, Hostet- 
ter & Co. The Johnson & Johnson 
design will probably be a large red 
cross. Ilostetter & Co.’s label will be 
about five inches long. 

We are also able to chronicle some 
more U. S. surcharges, this time for 
Cuba. Stamps will be surcharged 
“Cuba” in black ink near the top with 
“De Pesos” near lower edge. The 
following so far is the list as reported 
up to date (but not authentic): 

lc green—lc de pesos. 

2c rose 24c de pesos.* 

2c rose- 2c de pesos. 

3c purple 24c de pesos.* 

3c purple—3c de pesos. 

4c red-brown—4c de pesos. 

5c light blue—5c de pesos. 

10c brown—10c de pesos.

There seems to be a great deal of 
agitation among collectors and deal¬ 
ers about what the Government will 
do with tiie remainders. Some wish 
them sold at face value while others 
say sell at $10 for the set and over¬ 
print them “specimen.". I believe 
the only right way is to burn them. 
There are very few collectors that are 
able or wish to purchase the set at 
face value and if you are going to buy 
specimens you can in Europe purchase 
the whole set “fac simile” for ibout 
$1.00. One is about as good as-the 
other in my mind, as neither kind 
can have ever done postage duty.

Starting a Collection. 

In making a collection of postage 
stamps the lirst thousand stamps al¬ 
ways cost the least and are generally 
the easiest obtained of any in the col¬ 
lection. At any time a collection of 
one thousand stamps can be bought 
from most any dealer for the sum of a 
few dollars. There is perhaps no bet¬ 
ter way of making a collection of 
postage stamps than to begin by in¬ 
vesting some money in this way. 
When you receive these stamps mount 
them neatly in an album using hinges 
for the purpose. When this is done 
to your satisfaction, ask your friends 
to save the common stamps they re¬ 
ceive on their correspondence for you 
wnd thus lay a foundation of a stock. 
" At lirst buy a cheap album and in 


this mount your stamps so as to have 
a good effect both on yourself and on 
any one who may chance to look 
through it. The only advantage of a 
printed album is that it contains il¬ 
lustrations of some of the stamps and 
helps the collector identify the stamps 
which he may obtain and to place 
them properly in order. I have no¬ 
ticed that people when looking over a 
collection which is mounted in an il¬ 
lustrated album sometimes take more 
interest in the illustrations than in 
the stamps themselves. On the whole 
I think a bland book of somewhat 
heavy unruled paper and substantial¬ 
ly bound is the best for a beginner. 
However when using a blank album a 
young collector needs a guide of some 
I sort and this he can obtain by procur¬ 
ing a stamp catalogue. With such 
help as this the blank album forms 
the best temporary book and if he 
mounts his stamps carefully, using 
good hinges for the purpose, studies 
them intelligently, adding to their 
numbers as his pocket book allows 
for a few years, he will at the end of 
that time be able to transfer them to 
a better book in which he can arrange 
them to his own taste.

K. N. Fountain, an ardent 
collector, is witli the Third Nebraska 
at Havana. 

The subject of Newspaper stamps 
has been one much talked of lately. 
Some few collectors are in favor of the 
sale of these interesting stamps by the 
government. The majority are against 
the sale. The reason for this latter is 
obvious. The U. S. lias never humbled 
herself so much as to openly, at least, 
try to make the poor philatelist a 
source of profit. Witli the sale of these 
newspapers below face, as is proposed, 
she will be placed fin a footing witli 
Portugal and all her speculative issues. 
The C. S. collators cannot look a Ca¬ 
nadian in the face and mention “Ju-, 
bilees." in fact with the majority, C. 
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S. stamps will be brought into disfa¬ 
vor. Let us hope that such an innova¬ 
tion which will be to the everlasting 
ignominy of the great and glorious U. 
S. shall not be attempted. 

Are you aware of the fact that if 
you have a friend in Canada and are 
going to write a letter to a person in 
England, you can write your Canadian 
friend enclosing this letter for Eng¬ 
land and two cents for postage, he 
cab mail the letter in his Canadian 
postoffice and in the end you find you 
have “killed two birds with one stone” 
or rather you have mailed two letters 
for four cents whereas it would have 
been one letter for five cents. Imagine 
the possibilities which the penny 
postage has opened up to us in the 
United States.

Our Canadian cousins seem to be 
very much disappointed with their 
maps of the World. They seem to be 
printed by guess. You can find Can¬ 
ada smeared anywhere from Alaska to 
Mexico, and the little red spots sup¬ 
posed to be in Africa are found half 
way across Siberia, or if in the other 
direction, anywhere between Turkey 
and the Canary Islands. The color 
does not seem at all satisfactory, even 
to the officials. The sea was first 
printed in a delicate blue,then in lav¬ 
ender, and now they are coming prin¬ 
ted in green. What change next':' 
Perhaps before they get through, 
they’ll give us all the colors of a rain¬ 
bow. We have seen many Dutchy look¬ 
ing stamps but this is simply the 
worst locking label we have ever seen. 

Now that the Hawaiian islands 
have been annexed the question comes 
up as to what disposition will be 
made of their system of postal savings 
banks. The natives of these Islands 
now have on deposit something over 
$1,000,000.00, or an amount equal to $12 
for each inhabitant. The United 
States at the present time is about 
the only civilized nation that does not 
have some such system in use. As 
long as the question is made a politi¬ 
cal issue no such laws are likely to be 
passed. We do not expect any such 
good tilings to come to pass underthe 
present administration, but are going 
to live in hopes that some party may 
soon get into power that will estab¬ 
lish a perfect system of Postal Sav¬ 
ings Banks. 

The United States Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral lias quite recently decided that 
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only patent medicines and proprietary 
articles sold in original packages are 
to be taxed. That it is not the in¬ 
tention of the law to tax articles 
manufactured under medicinal names 
for the use of druggists and physicians 
engaged in such trade. It is stated 
that the tax paid since the new rev¬ 
enue law became operative, will be 
refunded by the Government. 

The Missouri Pacific Railway have 
surcharged their lc revenues to pre¬ 
vent their use by individuals. M. P. 
Ry. is printed in black, in a neatly 
curved line across the top of each 
stamp. The “Pitcher’s CastoriaCo,” 
have a neat fac-simile of the name 
('has. Fletcher printed in red across 
each stamp used on bottles of Cas- 
toria. Home of our union variety 
friends claim such things have the 
same philatelic claims as private is¬ 
sues; but now that several firms are 
getting out private issues touise on 
proprietary articles, we think they 
will change their minds, and decide 
that a peculiar cancellation is not a 
private stamp. Sneaking of revenues 
reminds us of an oddity shown by an 
employee of the Meyer Drug Co., of 
St. Louis. The stamp was just a plain 
everyday 2c red with I. R. printed in 
heavy black*ink across the stamp, and 
cancelled in the usual order. One of 
his friends having occasion to use a 
2c revenue had none on had, so he 
proceeded to manufacture one in this 
way. The stamp was on a check, and 
passed the bank all right. In look¬ 
ing over old notes and contracts one 
often finds the 1862 to 70 issues used 
in this way. The 1, 3 and 5c stamps 
seem to have been used more than the 
other values. 

There seems to be a movement on 
foot to reprint the obsolete periodical 


stamps for sale to collectors. The 
P. O. authorities say it will require 
too much work to sort over and count 
the stamps turned in by the various 
offices, so these will be destroyed and 
reprints sold only in sets. If the 
governmenr expects to make anything 
out of collectors, they will have to 
sell the original stamps. The average 
collector cares nothing whatever for 
such reprints, much less will he pay 
$10.00 for a set of stamps that have 
no more philatelic claims than a set 
of German counterfeits. 

“Stamps” of Rushden, England, 
claims the first issue of Formosa are 
shadowed in doubt. With a popula¬ 
tion of nearly 3,000,000 they should 
use many stamps, yet so few have 
been issued that hundreds of collec¬ 
tors have never even seen a copy of 
any issue. People who know claim 
the interior is inhabited by such a 
fierce race, that travelers never ven¬ 
ture beyond the coast towns. It is a 
small island off the coast of China, 
about 500 miles east of Hong Kong, 
and about the same distance north of 
Luzon of the Philippine group. It is 
about 50 miles wide in the centre and 
is perhaps 300 long. 

The librarian of the War Depart¬ 
ment, Washington. D. C.. will be glad 
to receive regular each month a copy 
of all philatelic papers. He states 
that the few received are well taken 
care of and read by many Washington 
collectors. Publishers will do well to 
send a copy each month, as all papers 
are well kept and suitably bound in 
due time. 

A new collector in looking over the 
present gay journals is very much 
surprised at the amount of advertis¬ 
ing they contain, and at once forms 
an idea that stamp collecting’ is in- 
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deed a great thing. Several promi¬ 
nent men have recently asked the 
writer many questions concerning 
such things, how to begin, and such 
questions as one is likely to ask. To 
all we have replied to the best of our 
ability, and by a little extra talk have 
managed to interest several to such 
an extent, as to start them collecting. 
The present time is one of the best to 
get others started, and as the future 
of Philately depends entirely on those 
commencing now, each collector 
should make it a point to get all the 
recruits he can. A few cheap stamps 
given away will often start some oDe 
not likely to be reached in any other 
way. Do not be ashamed to let others 
know you are a collector, but let 
everybody know it and get them inter¬ 
ested is the wish of—Adam Pollard.

PHOTOGARPHIC PENCILINGS. 

The new Developer, Tolidol is claim¬ 
ed by the manufacturers to be an “an¬ 
tiseptic Pyro.” 

A weak solution of bi-sulphate of 
ammonium will remove pyro stains 
Ik from the hands. 

A trust or combine has be,en arrang¬ 


ed among the makers of photographic 
papers and up goes the price. 

From a reliable source we gather 
that a determined effort will be made 
by certain western firms to “bust” the 
trust. 

The Lens, is the title of an exceed¬ 
ingly neat magazine published at Co¬ 
lumbus, O., and is titled “A Monthly 

Compendium of amateur photographic 
information.” Subscriptions at 35c 
per year, and well worth the price. 

The Christmas number of Photo¬ 
graphic Sight, published bv Jas. II. 
Smith & Co. of Chicago,'is gotten up 
in a particularly pleasing manner, 
and is much more readable than the 
majority of photographic publica¬ 
tions, although it exploits the pho¬ 
tographic business of its publishers. 

The Seed Dry Plate Co. are making 
lantern and transparency plates upon 
which a variety of colors may be pro¬ 
duced by variation of exposure and 
suitable development. 

We have seen some very pleasing ef¬ 
fects in green, brown, purple and red 
produced on these plates. 

In buying a camera for all-around 
work, get one that can be used witti 
both plates and films. The new cart¬ 
ridge roll folder carrying rolls of 
twelve exposures and loading in day¬ 
light can be procured to tit any of the 
standard styles and makes of Cameras. 

There is among a certain class of 
amateurs an unreasonable prejudice 
against Him; it is granted, even by 
the makers, that Him has not the 
keeping qualities of glass plates, but 
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if purchased in quantities as needed, 
and used and developed within a rea¬ 
sonable time, the results will be as 
good if not better than if made on 
glass plates. In making this state¬ 
ment, we are speaking from an ex¬ 
tended experience in handling both 
film and plates, and can truthfully 
add to it, that the percentage of fail¬ 
ures on film is no greater than on 
plates. 

Gelatine prints stick to ferrotype 
plates simply because the surface is 
not hardened sufficiently. If you use a 
Combined Bath, have it cold, so it 
will tone slowly and thus give the 
print plenty of time to harden. If you 
are addicted to the separate toning 
and fixing process, which by the way, 
gives much more permanent results, 
harden your prints in about (5 per cent 
alum solution after toning and fixing. 
And finally do not get in a hurry and 
endeavor to hasten the drying of 
prints by means of heat. Gelatine is 
nothing more than a refined glue, and 
you know what glue does when water 
is added and heat applied. 


INTENSIFICATION OF NEGATIVES. 

To remedy lack of destiny when it 
is found to exist is not difficult, but 
certain conditions must be observed. 
The negative must be what is termed 
“clean,” i e., not fogged in any way, 
otherwise intensification would add 
still more to the fog which was on 
the plate. It is most important that 
the negative which is to be intensified 
should be quite free from hypo, the 
slightest trace of which left in the 
film would show itself in spots and 
blotches after the intensification pro¬ 
cess was complete. So that if any 
doubts exist as to the negative having 


been thoroughly washed, it should be 
re-washed prior to treatment. 

The necessary operation need not be 
conducted in a dark room, but may be 
carried out in good diffused light, or 
by gass or lamplight. A clean white 
dish should be used, so that the pro¬ 
cess of intensification can be clearly 
seen while the treatment is proceed¬ 
ing. It is not ne*?essary to let the neg¬ 
ative dry before intensifying it, 
though many workers prefer to do so. 

It can be treated immediately after it 
lias been thoroughly washed, subse¬ 
quent to fixation. Indeed, if it is al- -i 
lowed to dry, it will be as well to soak 
it in water before intensifying it. 

The formula to be employed for this 
operation is: Mercuric chloride, loz; 
ammonium chloride, loz: water, lpint. 
Labeled “Poison,” and place in a suit¬ 
able bottle. 

Put sufficient of this solution to 
cover the negative in a clean dish, im¬ 
merse the negative, and it will lie 
found in a short time that it has 
bleached to a white. It should then 
be removed from the dish and washed 
thoroughly. According to the thor¬ 
oughness of the bleaching so will den¬ 
sity be gained, hence if only a slight 
increase in opacity is wanted, do not 
bleach so thoroughly as though a great 
deal were required. Having washed 
the negative, after bleaching, trans¬ 
fer it to a clean dish, and cover it with 
a ten per cent solution of sulphite of j ' 
soda. The bleaching will rapidly dis¬ 
appear, the image become black or i 
dark brown, and it wiljfbe found that 
a considerable increase an density has 
taken place. The negative should 1 
then be washed and dried. 
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Revenue Stamps. 

Revenue stamps were first invented 
by the Dutch in 1824. They are the 
cheapest and most convenient mode 
to tell that the revenue regulations 
have been complied with. They were 
first imposed in England in 1(594, to 
raise means to carry on war with 
France. Today England’s amount of 
stamp duties vary from IP (postage 
and revenue) to thousands of pounds 
iprobate of successions.) 

The U. S. revenue varies from ic 
P. to $5,000 P. by the act of Eng¬ 
lish parliment 1870. The manage¬ 
ment of England's stamp duties were 
given to the commissioners of internal 
revenue who are employed to grant 
license deal in stamps and make al¬ 
lowance for spoiled or misused stamps. 
The subject of the stamp duties of 
the U. iS. are of unusual historical in¬ 
terest as the passing of the Greenville 
stamp act in 17(55, in the reign of 
George Ill, which led directly to the 
Revolution. 

George III declared the right of the 
British Legislature to bind the Amer¬ 
ican colonies by acts, but the opposi¬ 
tion of the American colonies was so 
great that the actual yield of the 
stamp duties under the act of 1765 was 
only <£4,000, less than the expense of 
putting the act into force. The U. 8. 
like the English stamp duties is under 
the commissioners of internal rev¬ 
enue. 

Get some of your friends interested 
in stamp collecting.

Canada is to have a four-cent stamp. 
The revenue stamps used on docu¬ 
ments were discontinued in 1872. The 
proprietary stamps, however, were 
continued in use till 1883. Judging 
from this, the present documentary 
stamps will stay with us several years, 
and the proprietary much longer. 


The values least seen of the pro¬ 
prietary stamps are the one, two and 
five cent. 


Keep working away at your collec¬ 
tion. It will furnish you lots of 
pleasure. 

Get your friends to collect stamps. 
The more, the merrier: the more the 
better. 


Stamp collecting is a delightful 
pastime, as well as a profitable one. 
Join with us in it. 


Those who have collected stamps 
longest are the most enthusiastic in 
praise of the pastime. 

Why wait longer before beginning 
to collect stamps? There is no time 
like the present. Begin at once; be 
sure you will never regret it. 

Don’t cut post cards or envelopes. 
Collect them as they are issued and 
used entire. To collect, cut square is 
an absurdity, and better stick to ad¬ 
hesives if on account of room. 

It is thought all revenue stamps 
will soon be perforated, the present 
ones not being satisfactory. It is 
claimed that the 3c purple has been 
found surcharged I R. 
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The two cent embossed envelope of 
Canada has been withdrawn. Color 
of purple does not conform with Berne 
postal regulations, which should be 
red. Color of purple are rare ones. 

Era advises envelope collectors to be 
on the lookout for No. 5, special re¬ 
quest envelopes. Some of the ’94 
stamped envelope dies are used on ’99 
paper, and some of the dies of ’99 are 
being used on 1894 paper; also informs 
us that Attorney-General has decided 
it is lawful to sell the newspaper and 
periodical stamps at $5 a set. and will 
be placed on sale at a few of the large 
cities at this price after which the 
plates will be destroyed. 

Imperforate revenues are booming 
and will no doubt be higher in next 
price lists. 

I)uring the ’97 meets Scot: said 
were the best of the revenues. 

Switzerland is going to have a 70 
Centimes to be used for parcels. 

“Forgeries” of the one franc orange 
of France of 1849 issue have been of¬ 
fered from Italy; Ceylon 5c provis¬ 
ional of the 8c yellow with inverted 
surcharge, also the 5c on 4c lilac rose, 
with inverted surcharge made pro¬ 
bably by same party. 

Mexico 1803-66 issue, the 4c stamps, 
offered used, which are scarce. 

Cape of Good Hope has two stamps 
in new colors--the 3d. in magenta 
and the 4d. in sage-green. 

The inverted 1 R stamp is going 
down in price. 

Omaha stamps seem bo be going 
the other way, up in price each month. 

The $50 revenue stamp is quoted, 
used, at $12, and very few seen at this 
price. 

Several of the war revenues have 
been found imperforated.

But the Canadian farmer who wants to com¬ 
municate with his son near by. or to write to 
the nearest town, must pay three cents. 

What settee is there in such a discrimination 
against Canadians? 

Why should we pay two cents for a long dis 
tanee and tnree cents for a short one? 


As will be seen by above list of 
countries that will use the new two 


cent rate, that many of the most im¬ 
portant and near-by colonies are not 
included. Bermuda and Jamaica are 


of great commercial interest to Cana¬ 
da, and for them to be left out of the 
new postal union, as it were, is looked 
at as being very strange, but on sec¬ 
ond thought when it is understood 
that a theory is rapidly gaininggroitnd 
in Canada, since both those countries 
had petitioned the C.8. Government to 
be annexed at the close of the Spanish 
war, that Great Britain will exchange 
all or nearly all of the islands belong¬ 
ing to her for the Philipines, thus 
leaving A meric i to Americans, just 
as it should be. 


I said America for American q 
well—Canadians claim to be Ameri¬ 
cans since they are located on the 
continent, but undey a different flag. 

Let us review some of fffS*»sountries 
which have the privilege of savin' 
money under the new postal union. 

First let me tell you, maybe you 
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know it, that none of the countries 
listed above have a self supporting 
postofflce, far from it in tact: perhaps 
among all the colonies of Great Brit¬ 
ain, Canada would take the lead, but 
it is a good many degrees from self- 
supporting. You will see that Falk¬ 
land Islands are on the list, they can¬ 
not afford to reduce their rates from 
15 to 2cts. Frank Carpenter, special 
correspondent for the Philadelphia 
Press and Buffalo Express, who is now 
traveling in South America, gives 
some valuable statistics in his letters. 
He says that the population of these 
islands is not more than 2,000 people, 
and that not more than one in a hund¬ 
red can read aud write. 

Some tenor twelve Scotch farmers 
own all the land, and the other peo¬ 
ple work for them. 

There is only one small town, Port 
Stanley. So it can well be imagined 
that their postal system is not a very 
extensive institution. Again on the 
list is the Fiji Islands, another coun¬ 
try of no great commercial value, it 
was at one time the happy hunting 
ground of Missonaries, but since King 
Cacombo ceded the islands to Britian 
in 1874, that industry seems to have 
died out. This branch of the -new 
postal union cannot afford to reduce 
the rate from 12 cents to 2c. We look 
further down the list and see St. 
Helena, this island is little better 
than the two other groups. 

It may be made in time a centre of 
commerce, but until then, or, some 
thing else happens, it cannot afford 
the big drop from (> pence per i ounce 
to 1 penny. 

Hong Kong is another place that 
can hardly allow of a reduction, al¬ 
though of considerable commercial 
(pilue o Canada and other parts of 
Sic British Empire, 
r Africa contains several growing 


colonies that are in the two cent 
union, such as Gambia, Gold Coast, 
Natal, Sierra Loue and the Niger 
Coast, but 1 do not think that any of 
them unless it maybe Natal, can af¬ 
ford the reduction. 

It is surprising that Cape of Good 
Hope can not be induced to enter the 
union, as its postoffice is in a fairly 
good standing and if any of the Afri¬ 
can colonies can put up with the low 
rate that is the one that could. As 
will be seen several of the smaller 
West Indian islands are in the list, 
they know perfectly well that they 
cannof spare the money they already 
have to pay in subsidies to steamboat 
companies to carry their small amount 
of mail matter without levying an 
extra tax on the postal departments 
of the countries mentioned. 

As to India, this is perhaps one of 
the best on the whole list and I think 
next to Canada, if Canada can, can 
afford the reduction. But Idon'tthink 
any of them can. and less than a year 
will bust the bubble. Since received 
has been a 2c rate postage made to r. 
S. Frank Best.

Bleaching of Prints Around Edges. 

Cause: Gold bath too strong. Rem¬ 
edy: Bath should not tone in less than 
8 minutes; weaken by adding loss 
gold stock or more water. 

Yellow Stains on Prints. 

Cause: Air bubbles on prints not 
broken while toning in Combined 
bath. Remedy: Place prints in solu¬ 
tion face down, turn over prints and 
break any bubbles that may appear, 
with hand or soft brush. 

White Deposit on Negatives. 

Causes: Alum in fixing bath, insuf¬ 
ficient washing.* Remedy: Fix in 
plain hypo bath, or use acid fixing 
bath as recommended by various 
plate makers; wash in running water 
for an hour or change water every 
five minutes for an hour. 
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Flash Lights—Staring Effect in Eyes. 

Cause: Lights turned out befere 
flash and flash held too low. Rem¬ 
edy: Allow all lights to burn as ordi¬ 
narily, being careful however that 
none shine directly into the lens. 
Hold up a lamp in front of the group 
or person until the catchlight or 
bright speck in the eye appears just 
below the upper eyelid, make flash 
from this height and to one side. 


Blue Paper and How to Make It. 

The requirements necessary to a 
successful manufacture of blue print 
paper on a small scale are few and 
simple. A couple of ounces each of 
Citrate of Iron, and Ammonia and 
Red Prussiate of Potash are all the 
chemicals that are required. Procure 
these from a reliable dealer and have 
them chemically pure or as it is gen¬ 
erally called, C. P. Any good hard 
white paper can be used for coating. 
Any paper that makes a good writing 
paper will also make a good blue pa¬ 
per. A couple of graduates, a small 
funnel, a couple of 4-oz. bottles and a 
“buckle brush” completes the neces¬ 
sary apparatus. 

A “buckle brush is made by wind¬ 
ing a strip of Canton flannel around a 
wooden handle about two and one- 
half inches wide and one-half inch 
thick, thus forming a soft “swab” 
for brushing or spreading the sensi¬ 
tizing chemicals on the paper. Make 
a stock solution of the Red Prussiate 
of Potash by dissolving 240 grains or 
one-half oz. (apothecaries weight) in 
4 ozs. of water; cover the bottle with 
yellow paper, and keep in the daik as 
light spoils it. The Citrate of Iron 
and Ammonia does not keep in solu¬ 
tion and must be made up as needed. 
However, it dissolves quickly, so this 
is not much bother. 


Take of the Citrate 100 grains and 
dissolve in one oz. water. Now pour 
into a graduate 1 oz. of the Potash 
solution, place the small funnel into 
another graduate and filter the pot¬ 
ash through a wad of absorbent cot¬ 
ton; now pour the oz. of Citrate solu¬ 
tion into the funnel and allow that 
to filter through in the same way. 
The solution is now complete and 
ready for coating*the paper. 

Pin the paper to be coated on a 
drawing board, preferably cut into 
pieces about 8x10 inches; pour some 
of the solution into a shallow dish 
and dip the “buckle brush” into a 
a depth of about one-fourth of an 
inch; brush over the entire surface of 
the paper from left to right, and then 
from top to bottom, always working 
the brush from the same side of the 
sheet. Do not use much of the solu¬ 
tion, just enough to make an even 
coating, and do not wet the brush 
after starting a sheet. After you 
have coated a few sheets you will 
learn just how wet to have your brush 
in starting. 

Hang the paper up to dry in a clean 
dark, dry place; it should be ready 
for use in a half hour. It can then 
lie cut in the proper sizes and stored 
away, preferably in a tin can. Paper ( 
prepared in this way should keep for 
a week or ten days, if stored as di¬ 
rected. A drop of Bromide of Potash 
solution will enhance its keeping 
qualities but makes it print slower. 

A very pretty way of blue printing 
is to sensitize a sheet of card board 
and print on it by means of a large 
printing frame fitted with a glass 
bottom, mask the negathtt^with a 
cut-out placed between the negative 
and the cardboard, so that the mar¬ 
gins of the cardboard wash out per- 
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fectly white. Postal cards may also 
be sensitized and printed on in the 
same way. The surface of porous 
supports, however, must be sized with 
a solution of arrowroot, made to about 
the consistency of paste, and allowed 
to dry before coating; if this sizing is 
not done, the solution sinks into the 
fibre of the paper and it is impossible 
to wash out white. 

There are two ways of making 
transparencies by the blue process: 
One is to make a very dark print and 
after drying, lay on a blotter face 
down; shave up a small amount of 
paraffine and scatter over the back of 
the print, then with a clean, hot liat- 
irou proceed to melt the paraffine, 
thus rendering the print transparent; 
frame between two pieces of glass 
and hang in the window. 

The other way is a little more work 
but the results are 01 . the whole 
far superior. Take an unexposed dry 
plate or a plate that has been exposed 
and not developed and fix in a hypo 
bath into which pour a small quantity 
of the Red Prussiate of Potash solu¬ 
tion; after it is thoroughly fixed and 
washed, sensitize by immersing the 
plate in the same solution as used for 
the paper. AUow to dry in a clean 
place, free from dust. P/int very 
deep, in fact overprint it, as it will 
wash out considerably. The printing 
must be judged from the back, as of 
course it is not possible to examine it 
like a.paper print. Wash freely and 
dry carefully, and you have a most 
beautiful “blue” transparency. 

Linen or silk can be utilized for 
blue printing by folding and stretch¬ 
ing tightly over a piece of glass of the 
requisite size, and sensitizing by im¬ 
mersion, or by the “buckle brush”. 
JBiichever is preferred. As there is 
if) way of examining the progress of 


! printing, make a print on paper first, 

I to get the length of time required 
from the negative you intend using, 
and time your silk or linen print ac¬ 
cordingly, allowing if anything more 
time than less for these prints as 
they wash out more. 

Envelopes, writing paper, in fact al¬ 
most anything with a slightly porous 
surface may be prepared and printed 
on by the above methods, yielding in 
all cases, charming results.

They 
expect to close up their present office 
at Fairfield, Kansas, and open an 
office at Manhattan, Kan., in the near 
future. 
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T. B. BRADLEY 

Was born in Bay City, Michigan, 
in 1880, but moved to Duluth a couple 
of years later and has made his home 
there ever since. Has traveled a great 
deal going through all of the western 
states, has also visited all of the prin¬ 
cipal seaports from Mexico to Oregon. 
First became interested in stamps in 
1890, having been shown a few by a 
cousin, and immediately went to work 
tearing stamps off all the letters he 
could iind and a little later got access 
to a lot of old deeds and secured a 
a number of desirable revenues and 
was also presented with a collection 
by his father numbering 750 varieties, 
all glued down flat in an old Walter 
Scott album. Soon after this he re¬ 
ceived a letter from a relative in De¬ 
troit asking if he cared for a few 
stamps, immediately wrote back say¬ 
ing lie would be pleased to receive 
same. Imagine his surprise when, a 
couple of weeks, later he received an 
express package and upon opening it 
found 35,000 U. S. and Canadian issues 
previous to 1885. Among them were 
a number of rare stamps such as U. S. 
1809 from 1 to 90c complete, 1870-79 
the same way, also department reve¬ 
nues and a great many others. But 
as he was ignorant of their value he 
disposed of the best of them for al¬ 
most nothing. 

He has been an active collector 
ever since and is now spending part 
of his time in the business, being 
manager of the Zenith City StampCo. 
Is engaged in the lumber business 
and deals in stamps as a pastime only. 

Contract for the new issue for Mex¬ 
ico has been awarded to Bradbury, 
Wilkins & Co., of London, England, 
and contemplates 150,000,000 stamps, 
cards and envelopes.

ST. LOUIS NOTES

Trade in St. Louis is booming. 
Dealers all agree that times were 
never better in the stamp business 
than at present. 

Chas. Hussman shows a tine unsev¬ 
ered pair of imperforated 3 p. Natal 
unused, of 1860. Assuming that they 
are genuine, what are they worth? 

The boy collector is much in evi¬ 
dence. Stetf into any stamp store on 
Saturdays and you will find him there 
looking for bargains, and buying 
cheap stamps. 

St. Louis readers were sorry to see 
so many typographical errors in the 
last number of the Philatelic West 
and hope that our printer can be in¬ 
duced to do better the coming month. 

The postoffice department is after 
another evil-doer in Philately. S. A. 
Reigel, of Lewistown, Pa., succeeded 
in “doing” several St. Louis dealers, 
and tried to “do” others. Govern¬ 
ment Inspectors are now at work on 
his case, but it is reported that he 
has “skipped” from Lewistown. 

Comment on New Issues. 

A new 30 centavo postage due stamp 
has been issued bu Chile, printed in 
the warm color of carmine. 

The bureau of engraving and print¬ 
ing is now getting out the new stamps 
for use in Cuba and they will be sent 
there for circulation in the very near 
future. This refers to the new de¬ 
signs. 

A complete new set of stamps is an¬ 
nounced for Fernando postoffice. 
These are, of course, issued by Spain, 
and contain all the high values. They 
are to be the same design as the 
1898-99 sets for Cuba, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines. 
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Brazil lias surcharged several of its 
> current stamps provisionally, it is re- 
l ported* for newspapers. The new 
values run from 20 to 700 reis and are 
fe surcharged on to stamps of lower 
r value. The surcharges are in blue, 
1 black, red and green. 

Rumor says France will soon get 
j out a new issue of stamps. This will 
be good news for Philatelists. It 
would seem that a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury is long enough to use any design, 
-and particularly one as unattractive 
as the present design of the French 
stamps. 

The special delivery service is to be 
“Tried on the Dog” in Havana, Cuba 
' and if fouud to work satisfactorily 
there, will be extended to the other 
principal cities of the Island. The 
postoffice department at Washington, 
D. C., has just finished surcharging 
10,000 of the current U, S. special de¬ 
li very stamps for this purpose. The 
surcharge reads “Cuba, 10 Centavc de 
■ Peso.” A new design will probably 
be gotten out at once for a special de¬ 
livery stamp to be used in Cuba. 

XXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXX 
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An unused $5,000 revenue has turn¬ 
ed up in San Francisco, selling for 
more than face value. 

Two more Philatelic wrong doers 
have learned that stamps are not com¬ 
mon property. Win. Crockett will serve 
18 months in prison for failing to re¬ 
turn stamps sent him by various deal¬ 
ers. A man by the name of Eastman 
in New York plead guilty to nine in¬ 
dictments, and will get all the way 
from ten to thirty five years. 

If supply and demand and the scarc¬ 
ity of a stamp has anything to do 


with its value then the $2.00 blue cur¬ 
rent postage is a very rare stamp. The 
writer tried to buy a used copy last 
month at full catalog value, and 
twenty-five leading dealers replied 
“none in stock.” Now the question 
arises, what becomes of all the used 
copies of this stamp. Someone must 
be buying them up. If such is the 
case his speculation will prove a fail¬ 
ure. Its used value can never exceed 
its face value, while in use, and when 
obsolete, no more than an unused 
copy. 

There seems to be three distinct 
shades of the 8c Omaha stamp, evi¬ 
dently different printings and fault in 
mixing ink. The scarest variety 
seems to be a shade of very light red 
brown or lake, the next a deep rich 
brown, and the last the common vari¬ 
ety. The 10c is found in two distinct 
shades, whether accidental or official 
changes, I arn unable to state. The 
difference almost as noticeable as in 
the 10c Columbian. Different shades 
are found in all values the most pro¬ 
nounced perhaps in the 4c value. Evi¬ 
dently the last printing, as all copies 
I have seen are in such a bright red 
orange as to attract instant atten¬ 
tion. Speaking of Omahas reminds 
us of those loud wailings heard last 
year when the issue first came out. 
They are all quit now, as not one of 
them is refusing to buy Omahas at 
any price. There is a tinge of “sour 
grapes” about it that caused an in¬ 
stant change of mind, as soon as they 
got hold of a few. 

Report comes here of a new stamp 
for Great Barrier Island. Excuses 
are offered for its issue, that having 
no mail facilities it is to be used to 
pay the cost of carrying letters to 
Auckland, N. Z , by private carriers. 
The stamp is of an oblong shape, 
printed in blue, perforated 13, and of 
the value of one shilling. 
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Tlie one cent Canada post cards will 
shortly appear with numerals in the 
lower corners, also the new one cent 
card for advertising purposes in sheets 
of sixteen, eight and singly. 

So far the following firms have tak¬ 
en advantage of the law to issue pri¬ 
vate proprietary stamps: Branca 
Bros., Chas. F. Fletcher. Hostetter & 
Co., Johnson & Johnson, Charles 
Marchland, Lauman A'. Kemp, The 
Piso Co., Radway & Co., and the War¬ 
ner Safe Cure Co.— Adam Dallard. 

4 RARITY OF STAMPS } 

E. BEST. 

ir vv v wwv 

Stamps having fallen into disuse 
are always considered a coming scarc¬ 
ity, and apropos of the recent change 
in the stamps of Canada a short article 
on the above subject might be of in¬ 
terest to collectors and other of your 
readers. When in 1869 the Canadian 
postottiee brought out the series—1, 2 
and 3c—of stamps, they certainly did 
not intend to keep up the design and 
colors for nearly thirty years. They 
did continue the design but made some 
valuable changes in the tints. 

The one cent denomination first ap¬ 
peared in a dull straw color on thick 
porus paper and was perforated same 
length as the larger stamps which 
preceeded it, but was never known to 
show the perforation in the width. 
These are very rare. As far back as 
1872 Y, S. & Co., (Liverpool) priced 
them at 2s fid—sixty cents -and ac¬ 
cording to the advance of prices since 
that date twenty dollars should be a 
low figure at present. 

The 3c first appeared in a bright 
maroon color, but was soon followed 


by a dull lake or carmine. Y. S.&Ce. 
in 1872-3 catalogued the maroon tint 
at Is 6d and they must be very scarce 
now as the writer has not for over 
fifteen years seen a specimen outside 
I of an old collection. The second col¬ 
or, dull rose, was in 1876 priced by B. 
Co., (Liverpool) at lOd. This stamp 
is not counted by the 10,000 today as 
are the later tints. 

There is one or maybe two more of 
the old tints which are scarce—the 
brown of 1885 and the blood red of 
1888-90, birtrthey are not near as rare 
as the two first named. Of the five 
cent denomination there is nothing of 
note as regards the color. 

One of the rarest if not the most 
rare of the whole series is the six cent 
1872, which was issued at first in a 
dull Vandyke brown. L-S. Co., priced 
this variety in 1874 at 5s—one dollar 
and twenty cents. Very few have 
been seen for many years. There are 
as you know a vast number of shades 
in the three cent stamp, and you may 
sometimes think you have a maroon, 
but look at the paper on which it is 
printed, they are on porous paper of a 
rather thick nature. There are many 
very scarce stamps in color or tint 
which are found on different papers. 

There are again a number of per¬ 
forations which many collectors take 
pride in adding to their hobby, but as 
they are not known in catalogues they 
are not so much collected. 

Stanley Gibbon’s catalog now comes 
in several volumes with the cards 
separated from the stamps. We hope 
the Scott Co., do not follow this plan 
with the 59th. The 58th is arranged 
in the handiest possible manner. 

The Brooklyn Institute of Arts and 
Sciences has created a department of 
Philately. 
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These few remarks are out intended 
particularly for the edification or in¬ 
struction of the advanced collector of 
cards or entires. Far be it from me 
to think so, but if they cheer a begin¬ 
ner like myself on the way, or interest 
some one who hasn’t yet begun, the 
space will not be quite wasted. 

Much has been said and written 
concerning :he “Canadian Imps;” but 
it behooves us to look to our new pos¬ 
sessions for a map stamp that, even if 
it don’t come in quite so many classes 
nor show quite so much territory, is 
more complete as a map. The stamp 
of the 2c green Hawaiian postal card 
for 1894 is as nice a map of the Pacific 
and part of the adjacent continent as 
one could wish for, showing steam¬ 
ship routes, and giving names and lo¬ 
cation of many important cities on 
both coasts. The lc card for the 
same year shows a very good picture 
of what we should call the “capitol 
buildingat Honolulu.” The Hawaiian 
cards are all pretty and should be to 
us as interesting as their stamps. 

There is a miner variety of the 5c 
green, 1879-90 issue of Belgium, but I 
can’t say which is “regular” and which 
is the variety. In the word “Zijde” 
on one card “j” is even at the bottom 
with the other letters of the word 
and on another card that letter comes 
below the others. 

Shades in the card stamps areas 
noticeable as in adhesives. I have the 
5 pf. green 1890 issue of Bavaria in a 
very light and a very dark green. The 
earliest Canadian cards are in both 
light and dark blue and in some cases 
the surface of the card is tinged with 
blue. Cards of Austria from 1809 to 


1870 are as apt to be a deep orange as 
the yellow mentioned in the catalog. 

In the 2 kr brown issues of Austria 
the cards differ, some being thin, and 
light straw color, while otheri of sup- 
posably the same issue, are on a thick¬ 
er card, that is browner with a red 
tinge. 

Some Foreign Governments must 
take a fatherly interest in the people 
for the face of the card is well filled 
with instructions and the back care¬ 
fully ruled so there is no danger of 
writing from corner to corner diag¬ 
onally. 

Can any one tell us if the “B. I.” on 
the cards of the Brazilian Republic, 
just below the stamp, are the engrav¬ 
er’s initials? And, though I am not 
very well posted concerning Brazil, I 
take it for granted the “Casa da 
Mocda” on the back of the 80 reis let¬ 
ter card, is their “capitol.”. It is a 
fine looking building, anyhow. It 
would be a good idea if our own Gov¬ 
ernment should follow suit and pic¬ 
ture our public buildings on cards or 
envelopes. 

On some of the cards of Italy there 
is an abbreviated date and I am as¬ 
sured by an “advanced collector” that 
each different date is a variety, so be¬ 
ginners, beware how you let them go, 
thinking they are duplicates. Some 
Swiss cards have various numbers in 
the lower left corner which, I judge, 
signify date and number issued and 
these various numbers must also be 
preserved. That is, if you believe in 
minor varieties. 

One variety that is interesting is 
interesting is the card used with an 
extra adhesion making it a “foreign" 
card. Aecording to the theory of that 
writer who collects pairs, strips and 
blocks of used stamps because they 
show a “provisional value, sanctioned 
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provisional value, sanctioned by the 
Government. 

An oddity in postmarks may inter¬ 
est some. It comes from Queensland; 
the stamp is type A 13 but the post 
mark reads “86.” I know it is meant 
for “98” and was put into the can¬ 
celling stamp inverted but in years to 
come there may be some one foolish 
enough to try to prove that type A 13 
was used in “86.” 

People who know claim that no laid 
paper is used by our government for 
its stamps. Other people who claim 
to know say they have the 1 and 2c 
postage on laid paper. 1 have a very 
light red-brown 1c proprietary on very 
distinctly laid paper. There is a 
whole stamp and half of the one be¬ 
low it and the lines run vertically 
across them both. Other stamps tak¬ 
en from the same pasteboard wrapper 
do not show the laid lines so it could n’t 
be an impression taken from other 
paper. I also have a lc blue docu¬ 
mentary stamp that shows the lines 
but not so plainly. I can’t vouch for 
it as I did not remove it from the 
document and it may have taken the 
lines from that. The ic 1 am reason¬ 
ably positive about.—C. B. F. 

Queen City Notes. 

The high prices that many sup¬ 
posed the die A of the carmine 2c en¬ 
velope would command have not been 
realized. The number printed of this 
variety must have been enormous as 
they are still being used in towns 
from Maine to California. The only 
Nebraska postoflice from which 1 
have found them is that of Hansen, 
but there may be others. 

1 have learned from a Canadian cor¬ 
respondent that the Imperial “map” 
stamps have been so printed. In sup¬ 


port of his statement he enclosed a 
sheet of the reprints. By comparing 
these with originals I find there is a 
vast difference. The sea is more 
nearly a purple than in the originals. 
In fact, it lacks the slate tinge which 
characterizes the former printing. 
The stamps themselves show greater 
care in feeding to the press and in 
perforation and gum. As I am in¬ 
formed that the number of these re¬ 
prints is very small, in fact my corres¬ 
pondent stated “less than any former 
printingTTf any color,” they are very 
liable to be the rarest of the Xmas 
stamps. 

We must now chronicle six varieties 
of the Imperials, pale lavender, gray, 
pale green, green, robin’s egg blue” 
and the lilac lavender of the reprints. 

Nothing is as disagreeable to the 
collector than to send for a stamp and 
find the advertiser out of it. It was i 
my own experience lately to run 
against a case of this kind. Seeing 
tiie 20c Vermillion Canada advertised I 
at the exceedingly low price of 5c, on 
the day I received my paper I mailed 
an order for ten copies. Here after; 
ten days from that date I received a 
letter, written in red ink, saying, “we> 
regret to say that we are all sold out! 
of the 20c Canada.” Does not this! 
look like a bunco game? The dealer 
probably expected to receive fifty or 
sixty orders from his ad, all of them 
desiring 20c vermiltion Canada, but 
rather than send 5c alone they would 
enclose cash for other stamps be of¬ 
fered. Now is the dealers time. He 
fills the orders for the other stamps; 
incidentally they are not offered as 
cheap as is 20c Vermillion, and return- 
the 5c with a statement as above 
Who says it is not intentionally sj 
bunco game?

Williams & Co. in Omaha. 

An Omaha correspondent gives us 
his experience with that much sought 
for firm, Williams & Co. He says: “I 
sent Williams & Co , on January 3rd 
an order for a lot of South and Cen¬ 
tral American stamps and enclosed a 


draft on New York to cover the same. 
On January 31st, after reading in 
the Montreal Philatelist a severe de¬ 
nunciation of that firm, as being 
frauds. I wrote to the consul of the 
U. S. at Lima, giving full particulars 
of my case and enclosing a page from 
the Montreal Philatelist and asked if 
something could not be done to prose¬ 
cute Williams A Co., for defrauding. 
I thought it was ‘good bye Johnnie’ 
with my money but imagine my sur¬ 
prise upon receiving, a few days ago, 
the following enclosing my letter to 
Williams & Co., unopened: 

Legation of the U. S. of America, 
Lima, Peru, March 3rd, 1899. 

My Dear Sir:— This legation is in 
receipt of your esteemed favor of 
January 31st, last, asking informa¬ 
tion regarding the firm of stamp deal¬ 
ers, Messrs. Williams & Co., of this 
city. 

One C. A. Casnough, who represen¬ 
ted the firm, suddenly left Lima about 
one month ago and letters now ar¬ 
riving here, directed to said firm are 
carefully assorted and returned to the 
senders in the U. S. 

Your letter herewith enclosed, is 
evidently the one you mention con¬ 
taining a N. Y. draft for-dollars. 

—(Signed) Richard R. Neill, U. S. 
Secretary of Legation. 

The honorable secretary says noth¬ 
ing about prosecuting W. & Co., or 
whether or not that can be done. 
Williams & Co., did their work in a 
very slick way and it is very likely 
they have been careful to see that 
they violated no international law 
under which they could be prose¬ 
cuted.” 

It would seem from the above that 
all who wrote Williams & Co., after 
January 1st, enclosing either money 
or stamps could secure their return 
by corresponding with the United 
States legation at Lima. 
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One of the most interesting features 
of specialism in English has been the 
collecting of stamps with foreign 
postmarks. Hereafter we will have 
that pleasure in connection with our 
own greater Americans. The only 
drawbacks with ours is that it is im¬ 
possible to distinguish the locality 
from the cancellation alone as can be 
done with the English. This will 
necessitate the keeping the entire 
cover or at least the postmark. Up 
to the time of the legal ending of the 
war our foreign postmarks are as 
much “foreign” and have more his¬ 
torical interest than any British. Our 
foreign offices were established under 
v the authority granted the postmaster 
general by Section 4021 It. S. This 
section provides for the maintenance 
of foreign postal agencies. 


Williams & Co., are still receiving 
considerable free advertising but it 
is not in the advertising columns. 

As far as ordinary people are con¬ 
cerned the Postal Union rates are 
still in force to all the colonies. It is 
only letters to or fiom soldiers that 
go at domestic rates. To secure this 
privilege letters to soldiers must bear 
the words “soldier’s letter” with an 
officer’s or post master’s endorsement. 
This latter will also take a letter 
through TT o. d. 

United States stamps are now 
printed witli what is known as the 
Bureau power press. This press con¬ 
sists of a square bed so arranged that 
an endless chain carries four plates 
continuously around, so that while 
one plate is receiving the ink, another 
is having the surplus ink removed by 
the wiper, a third is having the final 
polishing executed by a plate printer, 
and a fourth is having an impression 
taken with a roller. This machine-! 
requires four plates that are printed 
in the same color. It is on this ac¬ 
count that plate numbers usually run 
in sets of four. 

For purposes of administration the 
offices in the Philippines have beer 
designated and conducted as stations 
of the San Francisco office. To disi 
tinguish from ordinary postal sta 
tions the colonial offices are known a 
Military Stations. There are at pres¬ 
ent only three in the Philippines: Nc 
1, Manila; No. 2, Cavite and No. , 
Iloile. The Porto Rican offices ar 
stations of Washington. They ar 
Arbontio, Bayamon, Camuy, Caye§ 
Caguas, Fajado, Rio Predras, Sa 
German, Viegnes and Nos. 1 to 8. Uj 
to March 1, the Cuban offices hav 
been New York stations Nos. 1 to 3s 















AND CAMERA NEWS. 


Since that date the numbers have 
been dropped and they are now con¬ 
ducted as independent offices, only in¬ 
ternational money orders are used to 
and from the United States and it is 
in many respects a seperate postal 
system. The first postmarks of the 
early stations only bear the name of 
the island and the number of the 
office owing to the fact that the post¬ 
marking stamps were prepared in 
this country before it was known ex¬ 
actly where they would be usod. The 
No. 1 Cuba was used before and after 
tlie capture of Santiago as was the No. 
1 Philippines at Manila. 

References as a Weapon. 

In looking over the different phila¬ 
telic journals of the past six months I 
notice that all, with possibly one or 
two exceptions in that time, mention 
the names of many collectors in con¬ 
nection with some rascality, such as 
making no returns of exchange, sub¬ 
stituting. and retaining approval 
sheets. The above mentioned prac¬ 
tices are on the increase, I believe, 
and they are certainly not confined 
to persons outside the differen phila¬ 
telic organizations. 

Conscientious collectors and dealers 
are handicapped from start to finish 
by these unscrupulous rascals, as they 
have in their clutches a weapon cal¬ 
culated to ensnare the unwary and 
deceive the most cautious.. 

That weapon is “references.” Fig¬ 
uratively speaking, references have 
been requested and references have 
been given since tlie beginning of 
time, and have been abused more or 
less ev^r since. “Refer you to post¬ 
master,” and “reference the above 
firm.” The latter written upon one 
of the “above firm’s” bill or letter 
T 'ads, and many other methods which 


this same “references” is made the 
scape goat. 

Rut there are ways and means of 
putting the quietus upon this “fine 
work.” 

Let a bureau be founded (I will sub¬ 
scribe handsomely to such, and I am 
not a dealer) that will obtain and 
maintain for the benefit of everyone 
interested, the standing, both morally 
and financially, of every collector and 
dealer in the country and let us have 
philately conducted as far as possible, 
and upon strictly business principles. 

This can be done very easily, and if 
the big dealers and the better class of 
collectors will take hold of it, and 
lend their financial support, this 
thieving rascality in the stamp busi¬ 
ness will be reduced to a minimum.

Fiscal stamp collecting is taking a 
heavy hold on a few down here, and 
old provincials fiscals are fetching tall 
prices. The supply of these are very 
small. 

Uruguay has been richer oY her pro¬ 
visional “at last” as the *c has been 
received from the engravers from 
London. Very tall prices are asking 
for some of these late surcharges, es¬ 
pecially the issues of 10,000, 25,000and 
50,000.

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| NOTES ON STAMPS OF FRANCE | 

Collectors probably have seen many 
times the term tete-beehe used in 
reference to French stamps and may 
have wondered at its meaning since 
evidently these stamps were not made 
at two printings like some of our 1899 
issue or the 2d or 3d issue revenues. 
The tete-beche is not merely an in¬ 
verted medalion. It is the whole 
stamp upside down, appearing in a 
sheet and of course can only be de¬ 
termined when in unsevered connec¬ 
tion with another stamp or stamps. 
All the values of the first issue of 
France are found in this condition 
but are very infrequently met with 
since unsevered pairs of these are not 
common. The pair of 20 cent black 
showing one stamp right side up and 
the other bottom side up is worth in 
the neighborhood of $10 and the other 
values are scarcer. 

Of the 1853 issue there are several 
shades of each value not listed by 
Scott; the lc ranging from a pale olive 
to a dark bronze green; the 5c green 
from pale green to yellow green, and 
the lfr coming on whitish and yellow 
paper. The 20, 80 and lfr are found 
tete-beche. 

Again in the 1860 issue the 5c 
shades from yellow green to blue green 
and the 20 and 80 are found tete- 
beche. In the 1863 issue there are 
two noticeable shades in each value 
right through the set and the 4c is 
found tete-beche. The 1870 issue, 
lithographed, known as the Bordeaux 
issue, is also much more prolific in 
shades than the catalogue shows. Per¬ 
haps a clearer description of the dif¬ 
ference between types I and II of the 
20c stamp than that given by Scott, 


would be to say that in type I the 
shading on the neck consists of small 
dots, while in type II it is formed by 
lines. In type III of course the let¬ 
ters “Repub. Franc.” are much lar¬ 
ger. There is still another type IV, 
in which the point of the neck is con¬ 
siderably farther from the circle than 
in any of the others. 

Tlie engraved set of 1871 was printed 
in Paris and is also full of shades. 
The 10, 15 and 25 are fouud tete-beche. 

Of the later issues bearing the de¬ 
sign of Commerce and Peacli shades 
can be multiplied to suit the tasle of 
the individual collector. Personally 
1 think this matter of shades is car¬ 
ried much too far by the average col¬ 
lector but it would not seem out of 
place to keep at least two shades of 
eacli value, showing the extremes, 
since in the long continuance in use 
of these stamps it was scarcely to be 
expected that a uniform shade could 
be maintained and the later stamps 
are usually or a very different shade 
from tlie first issued. 

All the sets that I personally know 
of being bought, without an excep¬ 
tion they have been bought by ex- 
collectors and for speculation and none 
by active colieccors. 

Tiiis is the first instance in our his¬ 
tory where the unused stamps of the 
U. S. have not been worth face value 
and have been ever since. 

Since we are so mucli the greate 
sinner I cannot say much about Cau 
ada but in the past year Canada ha 
rapidly developed Seebeck qualities 
The change in qolor of the Imperial i 
stamp; the funny business of the tw 
cent purple envelope; and the recens 
surcharges and split stamps all ten 
to show that philatelic influences ar 
dominating the Canadian postoflic 
department rather than public cob 
veniences. Everything seems to it 
dicate that we are on the verge of 
Seebeckized America. 

Now I would suggest that instea 
of our two governments trying f 
manage these schemes separate 
themselves that they make a contra 
with Mr. Seebeck, for he knows lit; 
to do these things better. 
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POSTAL CARDS. 
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Philatelic journalism of today far 
in advance of any period since the 
first stamp was issued, yet we rarely 
are able to find any information con¬ 
cerning postal cards. 

We seldom read any comment on 
them, and never hear of finds of great 
rarities. No really unprejudiced state¬ 
ments of their true value has been 
given. The merits of the study are 
much underrated. It is therefore my 
object to state a few facts about pos- 
•tal cards, with the hope that collec¬ 
tors may become interested. 

Many do not collect them because 
they are not “fashionable.” But as 
my readers know from experience 
“fashion” in philately is a poor mas¬ 
ter. 

Perhaps the greatest hindrance to 
collecting entires, is the unjust pre¬ 
judice caused by their buikiness. 
True, the time was when they either 
had to be glued into an album, or left 
to take care of themselves, but now 
with our improved postal card albums 
every specimen may be preserved mint 
state.. 

Again, it is only natural that the 
inart istic and uninteresting cards of 
our own country should awaken little 
desire to collect. Nevertheless there 
J is no shadow of a doubt that the de- 
. maud for cards is on the increase, in¬ 
dicating that a large number of col- 
' lectors are now devoting their energies 
to this branch. Their increasing 
! value, due the coming popularity, 
does not seem to be of a temporary 
. character. 

If you have never given card collec- 
. ing a thought, do so now. Like all 
wide awake and up with the times 


philatelists you should have a few en¬ 
tires “on the side.” You will be sur¬ 
prised to see what a handsome show¬ 
ing even a few will make- 1 doubt if 
anything would make a better im¬ 
pression on a non-collector than a 
display of entire postal cards. 

Most of the designs are free from 
complicated details, but effective and 
veritable works of art. In fact the 
designs vary far beyond the range of 
stamps. Moreover postotfice officials 
usually cancel entires more lightly 
than adhesives. Sometimes they do 
not cancel them at all, simply post 
marking and dating the card with¬ 
out touching the stamp. This makes 
it possible to have a very beautiful 
collection. 

As far as educational advantages 
are concerned, the card is far ahead of 
the stamp, as it not only promotes 
geographical knowledge, but incites 
more of a desire to become familiar 
with foreign languages. 

With the exception of Seebeckism, 
no taint of speculation lingers about 
them. They have been surcharged, 
but can you name many instances 
where the over-printing has been 
done unnecessarily, or to exploit the 
pockets of collectors? To sum up, 
they are made to serve their legiti¬ 
mate purpose. There are few repri nts 
and I do not remember meeting with 
any forgeries. 

Reasoning from this surmise the 
card has fully as strong a claim upon 
the collector, as has the stamp, and 
the latter is more widely collected 
only on account of its seeming advan¬ 
tages. 

Cards are to a great extent cheap 
and easy of attainment. The face 
value of each rarely being over two 
cents or equivalent. They can, in the 
main, be procured at moderate figures, 
rarities of the first rank being few. 

The present demand indicates that 
thetwentieth century may open with 
the greatest boom postal cards have 
ever known Therefore let us try to 
uplift prevailing ignorance<of the in¬ 
terest and pleasure derived from the 
accumulation of these virtuous pro¬ 
ducts of philately, and aid the univer¬ 
sal reaction which is bound to favor 
them. \. Eugene Michel.

PHOTOGRAPHING DOUBLES 

An easy and economical method of 
practicing this brancli of the artis as 
follows: Fasten two strips of rab- 
i bited wood (or tin turned over will do 
i just as well) horizontally across the 
back of the lens board above and be- 
- low the lens: cut a piece of card-board 
j about half the breadth of the lens 
board, and just long enough to nicely 
-slip along the grooves. Take the 
camera and focus the window frame 
from the inside getting the centre 
perpendicular part of the frame in 
: the centre of the focussing screen. 
' Lift out the lens board, and slip in 
the piece of card along until only half 
-*>f the window is seen. Make a small 
mark on the strip of wood where the 
edge of the card comes to. Push the 
icard over to the other side and repeat, 
making a mark where the other half 
of the window is obscured. It is ad- 
i visable to put in the stop (whiledoing 
this) that it is intended to use, as an 
alteration of the diaphragm necessi¬ 
tates an alteration in the position of 
the card. 

Everythfng is now ready for the 
sitter. Focus him or her in the 
double position, slip in the card to the 
mark, make the exposure, close the 
slide, and while your subject ischang- 
ing position, lift out the lens board 
and slip the card to the other side; 
make the second exposure (exactly the 
same as the first), and with ordinary 
care, the print will show no join what¬ 
ever. This can be done with half-an- 
hour’slabor, no expense, and endless 
amusement. 

VINE I’TING PHOTOGRAPHS. 

It will be noticed that a very large 
proportion of all the photographic 
portraits taken are vignetted, a pro- 

» 


cess carried out during the printing 
from the negative. For this purpose 
in caking the portrait it is wise to 
use a light background. Vignetting 
is often resorted to when a single head 
and shoulders picture is desired from 
a groifp negative. 

Printing frames, as bought, are not 
suitable for vignetting; it is necessary 
to build up the fronts considerably so 
that there will be mere distance be¬ 
tween the negative, when printing, 
and the tissue, etc., which will be put 
on the now built up front. Soft vig¬ 
nettes whose edges blend away grad¬ 
ually can only be successfully made 
by allowing a good distance from the 
tissue to the negative; if too near, the 
print will surely have hard edges, and 
in fact, be no vignette at all. Hav¬ 
ing placed the negatives in the built 
up frame, take a piece of card board 
on the front, having for a portrait a 
pear or oval shaped openingof suitable 
size; adjust this so that, holding the 
negative and frame up to the light, 
the opening is seen to be in the right 
place and of proper size; if not large 
enough, then is the time to make it 
larger. Over the opening, paste white 
tissue paper such as is sold for the 
purpose and the vignette is made. 

Place the frame out to print, facing 
the sun, and when printed, examine it 
closely. If the vignette is soft and of 
suitable size and shape it should go in 
the print box; if too large, daub opa¬ 
que on the tissue until reduced in 
opening suitably. Cotton wool is of¬ 
ten used, pulled into suitable shape 
under the card board to obtain finer 
effects. Two thicknesses of tissue 
can be used if the negative prints too 
quickly. There are many forms of 
vignetting. The one given is as good 
as any and easily constructed. 
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ON THE STORING OF NEGATIVES. 

No photographer can practice the 
craft for very long without getting a 
large accummulation of negatives, 
which he may not require to look at 
very often, but still which he does 
not feel inclined to throw away. Un¬ 
der these circumstances, the method 
in which these negatives are stored 
becomes an important one. 

To start with, they must not be 
kept where damp is likely to have ac¬ 
cess to them. An ordinary room will 
answer well enough, and no great pre¬ 
cautions need betaken against damp; 
but they should not be preserved 
where there is any likelihood of their 
suffering. Then, again, they should 
be so kept, that any particular nega¬ 
tive that may be desired can be got at 
without much trouble and without 
any risk of damaging the others. 

The simplest plan is in the use of 
the grooved boxes, which can be ob¬ 
tained from any dealer. The boxes 
hold twelve, twenty-four, fifty or one 
hundred negatives, and where the 
number of negatives is not likely to 
run into thousands answer very well. 
The principal drawback of these boxes 
is to be found in their bulk, one hun¬ 
dred negatives in such boxes taking 
up a greater space than by almost any 
other means of storing. Mauy photo¬ 
graphers simply place their negatives 
in the original plate boxes with a 
sheet of paper between each or be¬ 
tween every pair of films but this, 
while answering very well as regards 
compactness, has the disadvantage 
that there is a liability to scratch llie 
negatives in taking any particular 
one out, and the whole boxful may be 
turned over in the process. The best 
way, where large numbers have to 


be kept, is to be found in the use of j 
envelopes. Each negative should have 
its own envelope, and a rough print 
of the negative may be stuck on out- ] 
side for purposes of identification. I 
The envelopes may then be stored in 
pigeon-holes of a convenient size, and } 
any particular negative can be at I 
once obtained without difficulty. 

While on the subject of negative ] 
storing, we cannot too strongly advo¬ 
cate our readers to keep a book -it 
need only be a rough one—in which a 
print of eVfcry negative developed can 
be stuck. In after years, especially 
if the photographer does not preserve 
his negatives, such a book will be found 
to be invaluable, and it will at all 
times be interesting as showing in a 
better way than any other how prac¬ 
tice has improved the worker. 

While on this subject,, we might 
also mention that it is not, as far as 
we know, the practice for most ama¬ 
teurs to varnish their negatives be¬ 
fore printing, and many valuable neg¬ 
atives have been utterly ruined for 
the want of this simple'precaution. 

To do the thing properly, the nega- , 
tive should be first thoroughly well 
dried and then coated with enamel 
collodion, which may be in its turn 
allowed to dry. The negative should 
then be well warmed in front of the 
fire, a pool of negative varnish poured 
into the middle of it and allowed to Jr 
flow all over the film. Now pour off 
the excess and again heat the plate, 1 
for a minute or two, putting it finally I 
on one side to dry. Where there is 
likely to be any number of prints 1 
taken off one negative, this course! 
snould always be adopted.

T HE late Spanish-American War 
in which Cuba played no small 
part, has caused quite a demand for 
Cuban postage stamps. The Ameri¬ 
can occupation of that island and 
recent surcharged issues, have caused 
no little comment in philatelic cir¬ 
cles. 

Cuban stamps so far as color and 
design are concerned, are uninterest¬ 
ing, but the events associated with 
their issues make them valuable. For 
the most part, the plates are poor, 
the ink worse and the paper —in one 
issue frequently varying in thickness. 

Spain never spent a great amount 
of care or money on the postage 
stamps of her colonies. This is evi¬ 
dent in the case of the early issues of 
Cuba and Porto Rico. Another pecu¬ 
liar fact is that Cuba never had a 
stamped envelope issue, that is, under 
Spanish rule. 

In 1856 were issued postage stamps 
of the denominations of I real blue 
green; 1 r. green; 2 r. carmine and 2 r. 
orange, bearing the portrait of Isa¬ 
bella II. Pen cancellations are the 
only kind seen on this issue, probably

Spain could not afford cancelling ma¬ 
chines. 

In 1856 and 1857 the first issue was 
surcharged to value i real, or about 
three cents in our money. Spanish 
stamps were used from 1862-64 bear¬ 
ing the bust of Isabella, turned to 
left. These values were i r. blue; 1 r. 
buff; i r. green: i r. on rose paper; 1 r. 
blue, and 2 r. vermilion, flesh paper 
and 2 r. vermilion, rose paper. This 
issue is reprinted to a great extent. 

It must be remembered that all 
these issues were imperforate, but in 
1867 the first perforate stamps were 
issued. They were similar in design 
to the issue of 1862-64, and were 5 
centesimo lilac, 10 c. blue, 20 c. green, 
and 40 c. rose. The 5 c. blue used is 
now worth $5.00, while the 40 c. rose 
brings about $2.50. 

Iu 1868 another set appeared, with 
the head of Isabella in a circle. The 
inscription at the top is ‘•Ultramar." 
The Spaniards are “Insulars” by the 
Cubans, while in turn the latter are 
called ‘‘Ultramars,” which accounts 
for this expression on the stamp. The 
denominations were 5 centesimo lilac, 
10 c. blue, 20 c. green, and 40 c. rose. 

These in the following year were 
surcharged “Habilitade Uacion.” 
The issues of 1868 and 1869 were also 
of same design and values but of 
various colors. 

- In 1870, (the Cuban Re volution was 
then going on) Spain adopted the 
plan of issuing postage stamps to de¬ 
fray war expenses. Let these issues 
from 1870-78 are considered * ‘specula- j 
tive," and they are reprinted and sold 
in large quantities. 

The issues of 1870, ’71 and ’73 are 
similar to the designs of the Spanish 
stamps of the same date. The issue 
of 1871 contains a female head in an 
oval over the top of which is inscrib¬ 
ed “Correos,” meaning postage. The 
values are 5 centesimo blue, 10 c. 
green, 20 c. brown and 40 c. rose. 


In the next issues of the following 
year the stamp was both perforate 
and imperforate. They consisted of 
12 centesimo brown lilac, 25 c. blue, 
50 c. green and 1 peso brown. They 
contained the statue of “Espana” and 
coat of arms on a shield. At the top 
was ’‘Ultramar 1871.” 

From 1870-82 the stamps for Cuba 
always bore the date of their issue. 
The portrait of King Amadeus ap¬ 
pears on those of 1873, and denomina¬ 
tions of 12i centesimo green, 25 c. 
lilac, 50 c. brown, 1 peso red brown. 
We must still remember these stamps 
were for both Cuba and Porto Rico, 
though they were surcharged for use 
in the latter country. 

In 1874 Spain managed to i£sue 
stamps for Cuba only, the first issue 
of which was similar in design to the 
issue of 1871, in 124 centesimo brown, 
25 c. blue, 50 c. red purple, 50 c. gray 
and one peso carmine. 

The suppression Carlist Revolution 
in Spain in 1876, resulted in the en¬ 
thronement of Alfonso XII and in the 
same year as well as for tnree succes¬ 
sive years, stamps witn bust of Alfon¬ 
so to right, were issued. The dates 
of their respective issues were placed 
at tne top of the design. Usually the 
denominations were 5, 10, 124, 25 and 
50 centesimos and 1 peso. About as 
many of these are reprinted as the 
newspaper stamps of 1890-96. 

The year 1880 brought a change 
both in design and lettering. At the 
top was “Cuba 1880,” (with the bust 
of Alfonso XII ) They were longer and 
wider than the preceeding issues and 
consisted of 5 centesimo green, 10 c. 
rose, 124 c. lilac, 25 c. blue, 50 c. brown 
and 1 peso bistre. 

The issues of 1881-82 bore the same 
design and same denominations. Five 
“fantastic ornamental surcharges” 
were placed on these stamps. Some¬ 
times the surcharge was inverted, 
sometimes doubled and frequent 
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errors made in the attempt to make 
them valuable. 

The appearance of these stamps 
were greatly improved by re-engrav¬ 
ings of the plates. The unsurcharg¬ 
ed issue of 1883-86 is in values of 1 
centesimo green, 2£ c. olive, 2i c. blue, 
2i c. violet, 5 c. blue (1st re-engrav¬ 
ing) 5 c. blue, (2nd re-engraving) 10 c. 
brown and 20 c. olive. The issue of 
1880 was of the same design in de¬ 
nominations of 2i c. red brown, 10 c. 
blue and 20 c. lilac gray. 

Alfonso XII King of Spain died in 
1886 and in 1890 the portrait of his 
four year's cfcld son, “Alfonso XIII, the 
Unlucky" had the misfortune to see 
his face on a postage stamp, to be 
licked by everybody, even by the 
Yankees. 

The issue of 1890 consisted of 1 
centesimo brown, 2 c. slate blue, 21 c. 
emerald, 5 c. olive green, 10 c. lilac 
brown and 20 c. dark violet. Those 
of 1891 and ’94 were of the same de¬ 
nominations. The colors of 1891 issue 
were violet blue, lilac brown, salmon, 
emerald, claret and blue, and those 
of 1894: lc violet blue, 2c red, 21c lilac, 
21c lilac violet, and 20c brown. 

The issues of of 1896 and ’97 con¬ 
sisted of 1 centesimo lilac brown, 2c 
claret, 21c rose, 5c slate blue, 10c em¬ 
erald, and 20c violet: 1897, 40c orange 
brown, which is now worth 60 cents 
unused and $1 used; and 80c lilac 
brown which brings $1.20 unused and 
$1.50 used. They were used but little, 
nevertheless they will soon be rare 
and hard to get at above named 
prices. 

The issues of 1890-97 all bore the 
portrait of the infant Spanish mon¬ 
arch, but at about the time of the 
commencement of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, the former named contest¬ 
ant was in financial straits, i. e. hard 
up. As a result of her pecuniary 
embarrassment, she resorted to mak¬ 
ing “sellos de frangueo,” consoled by 


the hope that she could at least sell 
them to stamp dealers, even if at a 
low price. 

A completely new issue was made 
for Cuba, Porto Rico and Philippines. 
Those for Cuba are blue black 1 m. to 
2 pesos with inscription at top of 
“Cuba 1898 y 99. We might observe 
that the latter date is quite as useless 
as the former, as these stamps did not 
see a full month’s use in Cuba. 

The design of this stamp is quite 
unique and undeniably the best look¬ 
ing one ever made for use in Cuba. 
At the left of the design is “Correos" 
and the right, “Telegrafos.” Alfonso 
has a very mannish appearance and 
we hope to see more of him. 

Then there are those newspaper or 
“Impresos” stamps of which we are 
too familiar to make much mention. 
The vast numbers of which they are 
reprinted, counterfeited and sold is 
simply astonishing. The £ to 3 mili- 
mesas usually sell from 1 to 3 cents, 
and as a matter of fact not worth the 
paper on which they are printed. 

We have almost forgotten the issues 
of the Cuban Republic. The 10 cen¬ 
tavo green 1873 bearing the coat of 
arms above which is inscribed “10 
Correos 10;” across middle, “Rep. de 
Cuba;” and below “10 Centavos 10." 
In April, 1896, the Cuban Insurgent 
Govt, issued a series of 1, 2, 5, 10 and 
20 centavos, bearing the Cuban Re¬ 
public’s coat of arms. These were 
issued in New York City and at pres¬ 
ent are somewhat in demand. 

Cuban stamps are by no means ex¬ 
pensive although they bid fair to be¬ 
come rare in time. The most valuable 
Cuban stamp in existandfe at present, 
costs no more than five dollars, while 
all that were ever issued can be pro¬ 
cured for not a great many dollars. 

For the most part, the dull color of 
these stamps as well as poor engrav¬ 
ing, is against them. We are to hope 
that American occupation in Cuba 
will with its good results, bring good 
postage stamps.

"T"HE Government printing- office, 
■ Brisbane, Australia, stands on 
high ground in a quiet street, and 
looks over the river Brisbane to S. 
Brisbane, and its hill covered houses. 


Adjacent to the office is the large 
building where all litho work is exe¬ 
cuted, and where, in addition, the 
duty and postage stamps are printed, 
gummed, perforated, and stored un¬ 
til required by the postal or fiscal 
departments. 

The perforating machine is one 
known as a “comb” machine, perfor¬ 
ating one horizontal row of holes, with 
a return off it, the depth of a single 
stamp, ten times repeated, therefore 
to perforate a sheet of stamps the 
machinist has to make-twelve opera¬ 
tions. 

The purchase of some zig zag steel 
rule suitable for peffchating check 
books suggested itself t\ the Govt. 
Printer that here was an agent cap¬ 
able of being adapted to perforate a 
whole sheet of stamps at one opera¬ 
tion, full of this labor saving theory 
he had a “form” of this rule set up 
the size of a sheet of stamps and lay¬ 
ing it on the bed of a cylinder machine 
in the printing office started experi¬ 
ments, it was soon found that the 
experiment bid fair to succeed, the 
blank paper used took the perforation 
well, and, finally, placed a sheet of 
penny stamps on the cylinder, one 
rotation gave it back perforated, not 
down the space between the stamps, 
but mostly over the stamps, it was_ 
then decided by the machinists to 
raise the cylinder slightly, ink the 
zig zag “form,” and get an impression 
of the zig zag on a sheet of stamps, 
showing where it did not register 
truly, the form was then altered to 
correspond, this took time and sheets. 
Finally the zig zag was brought to 
run just where it should go, the cylin¬ 
der was lowered and 5000 sheets of 
penny stamps perforated. Just here 
trouble commenced, the “comb” ma¬ 
chine did its work after gumming, 
the zig zag machine would not do its 
work after gumming, consequently 
the 5000 sheets had to be taken over 
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to the stamp building and run through 
the ‘‘gummer,” dried, packed away, 
and finally delivered to the General 
Post Office, from whence they were 
distributed to the various post offices 
as required. The public soon began 
wondering what new fangled idea this ! 
was, and finding that the action of j 
gumming fastened by the slits made j 
by the perforater, causing them to i 
tear everywhere but at the right j 
place complaiued, and 3000 sheets 
were returned to the authorities, 
who forwarded them to the printer 
for perforation by the comb machine, 
the} 7 would not take any more of the 
zig zag perf. and the steel rule com¬ 
posing the form was taken apart and 
promptly used for other than postal 
work.

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l STAMP REPAIRING . <j

A LL kinds of manufacured articles 
become in time, worn to such an 
extent as to impair their beauty or 
usefullness. On account of this fact, 
persons have found it profitable to 
engage in the business of repairing 
such articles, and these repairers 
have become quite as familiar and 
necessary to us as the manufacturers 
themselves. This fact is equally true 
of the stamp business, except that 
the professional stamp repairer is 
hardly known outside of the stamp 
collecting fraternity, many collectors 
never having heard of such a business. 
The date of the introduction of stamp 
repairing is not known. As the stamp 
collecting fad grew and became larger 
and more general, many stamps were 
naturally found that were more or 
less damaged, some with perforations 
torn, some, minus a corner, some with 
large tears in them, and otherwise 
mutilated. When these imperfections 
were found in a cheap and common 
stamp, the stamp usually found its 
way into the waste basket, but when 
the collector found a rare, and other¬ 
wise valuable, stamp which was badly 
damaged, he would not throw it away, 
but would look at it fondly and regret 
that it was not perfect. This is the 
reason of stamp repairing being in¬ 
vented. Some shrewd person discover¬ 
ed that he could neatly mend such 


stamps and collectors found that they 
would rather have a rare stamp neat¬ 
ly repaired than to have none at all 
of the particular variety, and the 
business was soon firmly established, 
and has since been improving in vol¬ 
ume and results. The possibilities of 
stamp repairing are greater than 
would be imagined by one unfamiliar 
with the business. A skillful repairer 
will supply a missing corner or a row 
of perforations in such a manner that 
the repair can be detected only by 
the most observing. A St. Louis 
dealer recently showed me a beauti¬ 
ful specimen of the 90c of 1869, unused 
and with original gum., After I had 
examined it, he explained to me how 
it was '‘made.” The original was a 
card board proof, printed in brilliant 
colors and perfectly centered. The 
Stamp Repairer pared the card board 
down to the requisite thinness, put on 
the back of the stamp a grill 9£ x 9i 
mm., put on the original gum, and 
perforated the stamp all around. The 
result is a beautiful specimen of a 
high priced stamp. While there may 
be different views in regard to the 
desirability of stamps “made’’ in this 
way, it goes to show the possibilities 
of repairing stamps. Almost everyone 
is willing to admit that the repairing 
of genuine stamps which have been 
damaged is a very desirable and per¬ 
fectly proper proceeding, and we pre¬ 
dict that the business of stamp re¬ 
pairing will steadily increase. 


NO TES, ETC. 

There is more practical informa¬ 
tion gained from' the common postage 
stamps than one would imagine. 
Stamp collecting makes one observe 
more closely. There is no stamps is¬ 
sued but that has some connection 
with the history of the country. 
Stamps are no more than a rare lux¬ 
ury and if not unused have no value 
at all. Stamps are bought by some 
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as an investment, and by others for 
mere curiosity in order to have them 
to look at. Stamps fluctuate in value 
more or less and consequently when 
the fall comes it deminishes the num¬ 
ber of stamp collectors. When the 
rise in the prices comes, the collec¬ 
tors who have the stamps practically 
become dealers and more people start 
to collecting. Of late years the 
stamp collector are being thinned out 
on account of the slack in business, 
and the hard times. Stamps likewise 
are very cheap now and it is very 
hard for one to sell his stamp collec¬ 
tion and realize the price it cost him. 
This is the time some buy 'stamps in 
the hopes of a raise in the prices in 
the near future. 

FIRST POSTAGE STAMP. 

The following is an extract from a 
letter from Col. F. S. Pursell, of Lo¬ 
gan, who left a few weeks ago to take 
charge of the mail service for the 
army of Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, at Mili¬ 
tary Station No. 26, Buena Vista, 
Cuba. The letter is dated Jan. 11th, 
and says: 

“This was the first day my office 
was open to the public. Major Russell 
B. Harrison was my first customer. 
He had previously asked me as a spec¬ 
ial favor to be allowed to purchase 
the first stamp and mail the first let¬ 
ter. He was here bright and early 
this morning to claim the favor I had 
promised him. His letter was to his 
wife, and I indorsed on the envelope 
a certificate as follows:"

‘‘I insert colored sheets of 
_ letter size paper in an or¬ 
dinary letter file with board, arch and 
perforater complete. Use the differ¬ 
ent colored sheets for different s 



jects filing each subject under a name 
and that under the proper letter on 
the file. This does away with all in¬ 
dexing. When the file is complete 
they can be bound or placed in a 
binding case the same as is used for 
letters. The cost is very small, less 
than a good scrap album, and other 
advantages are, dispensing with in¬ 
dexing and the convenience of remov¬ 
ing anything without mutilation to 
the balance." We think this would 
be very handy for collectors who pre¬ 
fer to clip papers rather than try to 
keep them entire. 


Hereafter we will be very particu¬ 
lar about buying stamps on laid pa¬ 
per. We have just seen a current 
stamped envelope the paper of which 
has been doubled under great press¬ 
ure. The folding had been done so 
that the laid lines run neariy at right 
angles, and they appeared in that 
manner on the envelope, each series 
of lines being equally distinct. If it 
can be done so nice by accident it 
probably could be done much nicer by 
design.

Photoyraphic Hints for Amateurs. 

PIN holes. 

Those little holes, almost too tiny to see, 
but which print black spots on the print, 
must all be touched out. Obtain some re¬ 
touching fluid, and apply to the face of the 
negative, then with a fairly hard lead pencil, 
touch out each spot. If the negative be dense 
it may be found necessary to use India ink 
with a line sable brush instead of a pencil. 

TO SPOT NEGATIVES. 

All bubble holes should be filled with India 
ink, - so that very slight if any discrepancy is 
discovered between the filled portion and the 
rest of the print. The colour shold be touched 
on in light strokes, patted perhaps with the 
finger, washed on and re-washed on if nec¬ 
essary until the hole is neatly covered. It is 
a good plan in spotting large defects never 
to do in one stroke what could better be done 
in twenty. The more carefully the negative 
is spotted, the less labour will there be work¬ 
ing off the print after mounting. It should 
be understood that not only is almost every 
negative in need of some little spotting, but 
that prints, too, require the same careful ex¬ 
amination and spotting of slight defects. 

The more care taken to get a good clean 
printing negative the less spotting will have 
to be done on the prints. Still, owing to the 
defects in paper, too heavy spottingor slight 
opaque dust spots on the plate, the print 
must come in for its share of attention at 
the spotting desk. Scratches are easily re¬ 
moved by first varnishing the negative with 
hard retouching varnish and then carefully 
tracing the lines over with a pencil sharpen¬ 
ed to such a point as will be required for 
each depth of scratch mark. Opaque dust 
spots can be etched off with a fine graver, 
but it is as well to leave them on and touch 
the resulting white spot on the print with 
suitable medium, according to the kind and 
colour of print, when mounted. 

Reduciny the Density of a Photo¬ 
yraphic Neyative. 

It often happens that portions of a negative 
are so dense that no detail can be secured 
from those portions in the printing. Every 
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now and then also, a negative is left 
too long in the developer and acquires too 
much density throughout. In the first case, 
local reduction must be resorted to, while in 
the other, reduction of the entire image will 
be necessary. To accomplish this is one of 
the simplist things imaginable, and once 
tried, will be freely resorted to by all. It 
would be a great improvement to any neg¬ 
ative to over-develope it and then reduce to 
proper density, as it clears the shadows, re¬ 
moves fog and makes the best possible print¬ 
ing negatives. 

The best reducer is known as Howard 
Farmer’s Reducer, and can be purchased of 
most photographic dealers', or can be made 
up from the following formula :— 

A. 

Potassium ferricyanide.1 oz. 

Water.10 “ 


Hypo-soda.4 oz. 

Water.20 “ 

For use, solution A, 60 mins.; solution B, 

For local reduction apply carefully with a 
brush; for complete reduction simply im¬ 
merse the plate until reduced sufficiently, 
then wash well.

QUERY COLUMN. 

No. 4—There are many colors to which 
Blue Prints may be toned. I give a few 
methods. 

FOR PURPLE OR GREEN BLACK. 

Borax.I oz. 

Water.14 • 

Add Sulphuric Acid in small quantities 
until blue bitmus paper is turned slightly 
red, then add Ammonia until red bitmus 
paper is turned blue, then add to the solu¬ 
tion 60 gr. Catechu and allow it to dis¬ 
solve with occasional stirring. 

To tone a print immerse it in this bath un¬ 
til desired tone is obtained, which will be 
from five to ten minutes. Wash thoroughly. 
This bath keeps well. 

FOR BROWN. 

After washing and drying immerse the 
print in tile following solution: 

Stronger Water of Ammonia.1 oz. 

Water.8 “ 

Allow the print to remain in this solution 
until it has nearly or quite lost its blue color, 
which will take from two to five minutes, 
when it should be rinsed and immersed in 
the following solution. 
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TanicAcid..1 dr. 

Water.6 oz. 

Dissolve and lilter. The print is to be re¬ 
moved from this bath as soon as the desired 
sharpness is obtained. This last operation 
will occupy from ten to fifteen minutes. If 
the color is not dark enough at the expira¬ 
tion of this time, it is intensified by adding a 
few drops of ammonia and allow the print 
to remain one or two minutes longer, then 
rinse freely.

O PORTRAITS OX VXI TED l 
STATES ADHESIVES.

IH, VEN a small collection of post- 
' age stamps, if carefully studied. 

! will aiford anyone a large fund of val- 
J uable information, not the least im- 
! portant part of which is the knowl¬ 
edge of biography which may be thus 
: gained. A young collector of a 
healthily inquiring turn of mind will 
not remain long in ignorance of the 
names and lives of the personages 
whose portraits are scattered with 
such profusion over the pages of his 
album. The question will naturally 
' arise: “Whose portrait is it?” and 
when this inquiry is satisfactorily 
! answered, there as naturally follows: 

I “Why is his picture used to adorn the 
stamps of his country? What great 
deed did he do, or what high station 
has he filled, that he should be thus 
oificially recognized by his govern¬ 
ment?” 

To gain answers to these questions 
he reads the biographies of the origi¬ 
nals of his stamp portraits, and in¬ 
cidentally learns much of history as 
it is interwoven with the lives of 
these great men. A taste of history 
thus gained will most probably lead 
to a desire for a more connected 
knowledge of the great events which 
have shaped the course of nations. 
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Thus a stud}’ of the portraits on the 
stamps of our own country will result 
in a fair knowledge of American his¬ 
tory and its makers. 

A glance over the early issues of 
the United States reveals the fact 
that during the fourteen years in 
which stamps were issued previous to 
the Rebellion, in fact not until 1863, 
were the portraits of more tlian three 
men allowed to adorn Uncle Sam’s 
private picture gallery, and in 1s7.j a 
law was passed forbidding the engrav¬ 
ing of the portraits of living men on 
an}’ of tne stamps after that date. 

On March 3, 1347 the Congress of 
the United States authorized tne issue 
of postage stamps, but ouiv two 
stamps were issued in that year, a 
brown 5c stamp.bearing tne bead of 
Benjamin Franklin, and a black 10c 
one with the portrait of George 
Washington. The reduction of the 
rates of postage in 1851 gave us a new 
set of stamps, with three new values, 
but only one new portrait—that of 
Thomas Jefferson, which was placed 
on the brown 5c, tnat of Franklin 
being ciianged to the lc, wuere it re¬ 
mained without interruption for 
forty-two years, until the Columbian 
issue displaced it for a time only, 
when it was again given its old posi¬ 
tion in the issue of 1894. Though as 
the smaller stamps were used to some 
extent all through the Columbian 
year, one might truthfully say that 
the use of the lc Franklin has been 
continuous since 1851, through all the 
changes of color—blue, butt', and 
green. The portrait is after a profile 
bust of Franklin, by Rubricnt. 

The remaining values of 1851—the 
3c red, 10c green, and 12c black—all 
bore the likeness of ’‘the father of 
his country,’’ and ever since, through 
all the changes in design, denomina¬ 
tion and color, his portrait, after 
Houden's celebrated bust, has adorn¬ 
ed the “letter" stamps, save, for the | 


brief space of time when the ’‘loco¬ 
motive” commemorative stamp was 
in use, and while the Columbian 
waved triumphant. Other values 
beside the regular letter stamps have 
borne Washington’s picture, such as 
the 10c green of 1855; the 24c lilac of 
1856; the 10c green, and 12c black of 
1857; the 24c lilac, and 9Jc blue of 
1860; the 10c green, 12c black, 24c 
lilac, and 90c blue of 1861; the 24c 
mauve of 1866; the 10c green, and 12c 
black of 1867; the 10c green, 12c black, 
24c lilac, and 90c blue of 1868; tne 6c 
blue of 1869; the 6c blue of 1875; and 
the 3c vermilion of 1887. 

Beside the lc, Franklin has also 
appeared on the 30c orange of the 
issues of i860, 1861 and 1868. After 
the 5c brown of 1851, Jefferson’s por¬ 
trait is seen on the 5c brown of 1856; 
the 5c brown, and 5c red-brown of 1857; 
the 5c brown, and 5c yellow of 1861: 
the 5c chocolate of 1862; the 5c brown 
of 1868; the 10c brown of 1870 and 
1872; the. 10c chocolate of 1873; the 10c 
yellow-brown of 1875 and 1882; the 10c 
purple-brown of 1886; the 30c black of 
1890; and the 50c orange of 1894 and 
1895. His portrait is from a life-size 
statue by Hiram Powers. 

The next portrait we find in our 
United States album is that of An¬ 
drew Jackson, from a bust by Hiram 
Powers, which appears on the 2c black 
of 1863, and again on the 2c black of 
1867 and 1868; the 2c brown of 1870 
and 1872; the 2c vermilion of 1875; the 
4c green of 1883; the 4c carmine of 
188s; and the 3c purple of 1890, 1894, 
and 1895. 

The fifth portrait is that of our 
martyred president, Abraham Lin¬ 
coln, which, soon after his death, was 
placed on the 15c black, issued in 
1866, and again in 1867 and 1868, but 
was changed to the 90c black carmine 
of the issues of 1866 and 1875. In 1870 
appeared the 6c red with a profile of 
Lincoln after a bust by Volk, and re- 
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issued in 1872, 1873, 1875, and 1882. His 
picture also appears on the 4c dark 
brown of 1890, 1894, and 1895, and on 
tne 4c red-brown of 1898. 

Henry Clay, after a bust by Hart, 
next appears, on the 12c purple of 
187o, and 1872; and later, on the 15c 
blue of 1890, 1894, and 1895, and on the 
15c olive-green of 1898. The head of 
Daniel Webster on the 15c orange of 
1870 and 1872 is after the Clevinger 
bust, while a portrait of him is again 
seen on the 10c green of 1890,1894, and 
1895: and the 10c light brown of 1898. 

Tne portrait of Gen. Scott, from a 
bust by Coffee, is seen on the 24c pur¬ 
ple of 1870 and 1872. While that of 
Alexander Hamilton, after the Cer- 
rachi bust, appears on the 30c black 
of 1870, and 1872, and the 30c brown of 
1888. The likeness of Com. O. H. 
Derry on the 90c carmine of 1870, and 
1872, and the 90c purple of 1888 is after 
Wolcott's statue, and his portrait 
again appears on the 90c orange of 
1890, and the $1.00 Dlack of 1894 and 
1895. In 1871 there was issued a 7c 
stamp in vermilion, bearing the head 
of Edwin M. Stanton, after a photo¬ 
graph, it was reissued without the 
embossing in 1872. 

In 1875 a 5c blue appeared with the 
portrait of Zachary Taylor, which in 
1882 was changed to a 5c drab with a 
picture of President Garfield, taken 
from a copy of the photograph which 
was sent to Queen Victoria. Garfield 
again appears on the 5c blue of 1888, 
and the 0c brown-red of 1890,1894, and 
1895. Gen. U. S. Grant’s portrait is 
on ttft 5c chocolate of 1890, 1894, and 
1895, and on the 5c blue of 1898. Gen. 
Sherman’s on the 8c claret of 1890, 
1894, and 1895, and the likeness of 
James Madison is on the $2.09 blue of 
1894 and 1895, after a portrait by Gil¬ 
bert Stuart. The design on the $5.00 
green of 1894, and 1895 is after a por-1 
trait of John Marshall, by the artist I 
Henry Inman.

CORK EOS MEXICA NO. 

BY W. FRANKLYN SLUSSER. 


T O the American in Mexico the 
modus operandi of the Postal 
Department at times, becomes very 
annoying, and there seems to be no 
redress whatever. 

During my six year’s sojourn in the 
Republic, many amusing, as well as 
serious incidents have come under my 
notice, and, perhaps a description of 
them will interest the readers of 
this paper as well as it did me at the 
time. 

During the early part of 1893 I sub¬ 
scribed for three*of the best maga¬ 
zines published in the United States, 
and during the year that these sub¬ 
scriptions ran, I received just seven 
copies of the various issues. 

This was while I was at Monterey. 
The foreign mail at this place was 
listed and pasted on a long board in 
the corridor, and by looking over this 
one could tell whether there was any 
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mail or not. 

This was all very well, but on sev¬ 
eral occasions I called for letters 
listed, but someone had already taken 
them, and I never heard of them 
more. 

At the sub-stations, mail was dump¬ 
ed into a soap box, and was distribut¬ 
ed by the plan of “first come, first 
served.” 

In 1894 the system was somewhat 
improved, and was only held back by 
the careless handling of the mails by 
the railway postal clerks. 

In the latter part of 1895, I was an 
employe of the Mexican National Ry., 
as coach trimmer, and hardly ever 
did a mail car come into the shops for 
repairs, but what the men found nu¬ 
merous letters, etc., left in the boxes, 
fallen behind shelves and laying in 
desks. 

I remember on one occasion that I 
took some twenty pieces of mail mat¬ 
ter to the General Superintendant, 
that I had found in the pigeon holes 
after the trip. 

The people of Mexico are prohibited 
from sending money by registered 
mail, and are fined 20 per cent, of the 
amount so sent, when caught. 

This seems somewhat absurd, but it 
is a fact, and is done so that the mail 
will offer less inducement for robber¬ 
ies by highwaymen and others. 

Speaking of registered matter, this 
reminds me that I am a personal 
friend of a postmaster near Casas 
Grandas, and that on a certain Sat¬ 
urday not very long ago, he gave me ! 
a registered package to keep for him 
until the following Monday, as he had 
neither safe or pocket big enough to 
carry it in, and then he forgot all 
about the matter, and was only re¬ 
minded of it at the end of several da3 y s i 
when I brought the package out from 
my trunk and asked him if he had 
given it to me. 

While at Colonia Juarez, I mailed 


several registered letters, but never 
got any receipts for them from the 
postmaster, and felt somewhat wor¬ 
ried until I found out that the letters 
had got through all right. 

Colonia Juarez had a register office, 
and was authorized to receive register¬ 
ed matter, but several of my register¬ 
ed letters were held at Casas Grandes 
and after the lapse of ages I was in¬ 
formed where they were, and procur¬ 
ing a horse, I rode nineteen iniles and 
got them. 

Written orders don’t go. You have 
to go and get them, and be identified 
each time. 

Many complaints have been made 
throughout this-section of the coun¬ 
try, (Chihuahua,) and several protests 
have been sent to headquarters, but 
with no apparent effect. 

I recently had some camera films 
sent to me by mail from St. Louis, 
Mo., and they were carefully (?) open¬ 
ed and examined at the custom house 
at Cindad Juarez. 

Such a thing as a dead letter office 
is unknown in this country, and a 
letter once sent, never comes back if 
undelivered. What becomes of them? 
Quien Sabe? 

It is always good policy to well pre¬ 
pay mail matter. Otherwise it is 
liable to fall by the wayside, and get 
lost in the shuffle. 

Well perhaps I have said enough. 
I believe the Mexican Government is 
sincere in their desire to give first 
class postal accomodations, but thej’ 
have much to contend with in the 
irresponsible minor officials who go to 
make up the majority in the service; 
and so long as vigilance is slack with 
them, so long will the effeciencj' of 
the Correos Mexicano be a thing of 
uncertainty.

Old blue print paper may be used 
as follows: Print deeper than usual, 
take from frame and rinse once in 
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water. 

Immerse in water to which a little 
ammonia has been added, and as soon 
as the picture shows up clearly plunge 
into a weak solution of Chloride of 
Iron. The color will immediately 
change to a bright blue, while the 
whites will remain clear. Wash well 
and dry. By this method even the 
oldest blue print paper will yield sat¬ 
isfactory results.

Plates may be rendered almost 
free from halation by applying to the 
back or glass side, a mixture of colo- 
dium and rouge, or any dark brown 
pigment. This can be easity wiped 
off with a damp cloth before develop¬ 
ing.

Blue Prints. 

BY H. V. THORNTON. 

Blue print paper is no doubt the 
easiest of all photographic papers to 
handle as it requires practically no 


manipulation whatsoever. It does 
not curl or crack or exhibit any other 
of the disagreeable characteristics 
of other sensitive papers, and it is on 
account of this combination of virtues 
without vices that it is to be so heart¬ 
ily recommended to the beginner. 

Blue print paper is almost as easily 
made as it is handled, and with a 
little care any amateur maj r manu¬ 
facture all he wishes with compara¬ 
tively little expense or trouble. Any 
good unglazed paper may be used, 
though of course photographic paper 
is better. 

The following formula is perhaps as 
good as any. 

NO. 1. 

Citrate of Iron and ammonium If oz. 


Water.8oz. 

NO. 2. 

Ferricyanide of potash.l|oz. 

Water.8oz. 


The Iron mixture maj- be made up 
and will keep for a long time. The 
Potash mixture will not keep over 
live or six days at most, and it is ad- 
visible to make it up fresh just before 
it is needed for use. 

It is advisible to sensitize the paper 
by lamplight, as it is more or less 
sensitive to daylight. Pin the paper 
to be sensitized on a flat board and 
moisten thoroughly with a wet sponge. 
Mix equal parts of No. 1 and No. 2 in 
a saucer and apply to the paper with 
a broad soft flat brush (a letter copj'- 
ing brush is perhaps the best as it 
unites in one all these qualities.) Put 
on just sufficient to cover the paper 
evenly without streaking it. As soon 
as the solution has set hang up in a 
dark place to dry. It should drj' 
quickly, as if it is a long time drying 
it is apt to be streaked. Even if 
bought ready made blue print paper 
cost but one half as much as ordinary 
silver paper, and ^here tlie latter 
often fades it on the contrary is ab¬ 
solutely permenant. If prepare at 
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home it will cost about one fourth of 
what it can be purchased for. 

Print until the shadows are slightly 
bronzed—that is until they have a 
metalic shiny look and are a bluish 
green in color. 

Wash in running water fifteen or 
twenty minutes, or if one has not run¬ 
ning water, wash in changes of water 
until the print no longer tinges the 
water blue. If the finer details wash 
out the picture has been underprint¬ 
ed, if on the contrary the bright or 
white lights are tinged blue the pic¬ 
ture has been over printed. 

After the print has been washed 
sufficiently, blot up all extra moisture 
with a clean blotter and pin up by 
one corner to dry. 

There are so many uses to which 
the blue print is admirably adapted. 
Letter paper may be sensetized and 
a picture printed at the top making 
an attractive as well as original let¬ 
ter head. 

Use unglazed writing paper for this 
and sensitise a strip a little larger 
than the picture to be printed. Cover 
all parts of the sensitized paper while 
printing. Wash the whole sheet in 
water. Blot off superfluous moisture 
and dry under pressure (a copying 
press is perhaps the best thing for 
the purpose.) 

Impressions of wood treasures may 
be taken on blue print paper. For 
this the printing frame must have a 
clean glass which just fits it. On this 
lay whatever flower, leaf, or spray, 
you wish to make an outline of. Put 
a sheet of blue print paper over it, 
and expose to the sun until the paper 
is slightly bronzed. Wash in several 
changes of water and dry. 

When dry trace in the veins, if it 
be a leaf or the outlines of a flower 
with a line brush and a cake of French 
blue water color. 

Moths and butterflies may also be 
photographed this way. Lace pat¬ 
terns may be printed on blue print 
paper, and designs of flowers and 
leaves for art needlework which be¬ 
sides being original are true to nature 
and if one has not the gift or accom¬ 


plishment of drawing, this is an ex¬ 
cellent way to make patterns which 
are sure to br correct. 

Blue print paper is an excellent 
thing to take with you when you go 
on a vacation, as it requires none of 
the cumbersome bottles of solution, 
etc. 

It is a good idea to take sufficient 
with you to make a print from each 
negative, make notes with regard to 
negative on back of print, and you 
have one of the best indexes of your 
stock of views which ingenuity can 
invent.

Sulphite of Soda Sulphuric Acid y 

(Crystals) . 4 oz. 

Pour B into A, while stirring A rap¬ 
idly. As the chrome-alum disolves 
slowly a stock solution of B can be 
made up.

C omparatively little is known of 
the revenue stamps of Mexico: 
and yet for specializing, the Philatel¬ 
ist of today will find no other class of 
stamps so interesting, nor so easity 
obtained, and this is especially so with 
the stamp collctor of moderate means 
who, if a general collector could never 
hopp to obtain the many rarities 
known to be in existance. 

A St. Louis firm has for some years' 
past issued an album especially for 
Mexican stamps, and have also put 
upon the market a catalogue and 
price list of all known Mexican rev¬ 
enue stamps. 

This, in a measure, has added to the 
Philatelist’s interests in collecting 
stamps, and it is safe to say there are 
no less than 1500 collectors in the 
United States alone, who collect Mex¬ 
ican Revenues. 

The classification is as follows: 

1—Document stamps. 

(Documentos y Libros.) 
2—Internal Revenue stamps. 

(Renta Interior.) 
3—Custom House stamps. 

(Especial de Aduanas.) 
4—Federal stamps.

DOG POXt EXPRESS.

ARLY in the year of 1872, (Feb¬ 
ruary I think) the Kansas Pacif¬ 
ic Railroad, found it necessary to 
erect a substantial depot in the city 
of Ellsworth, Kan. The railroad had 
only been extended as far as Ellsworth 
for something less than two years, 
but a number of buildings and “dug- 
outs'' had accumulated along side the 
track besides the so-called depot, 
which was nothing more than a sentry j 
box with a large sign denoting the ' 


name of the town to the traveller. 

I This depot was carried bj’ two men 
to the opposite side of the track, and 
the other buildings were demolished: 
one of these bore a long sign “Wells, 
Fargo & Co., Express.” After the 
tearing down of this shanty, (for it 
was in realitj^ nothing more) large 
quantities of express labels tied up in 
stacks of about 250 labels each, were 
I scattered around, and these were 
! allowed to lie on the ground for days 
as there did not seem to be any owner 
j or care-taker of the companies prop- 
j erty. Boy as I was, I was curious as 
to the meaning of some words and 
I pictures on some of these labels, and 
one day picked up a package of them 
I which were printed in red, and each 
J label seemed to have on it six men 
| riding quickly, over each rider were 
the words “Pony Express.” I could not 
make out the meaning of this Pony 
Express business, so I concluded to 
take the package home where some 
one may be able to enlighten me. 
.Mind you, 1 had been “saving” stamps 
tor mree or four years, but these did 
j not seem to be stamps to me as there 
j was no perforation about them. I 
; took nome tnis package with me, and 
: there met Major Coffee of tne 6th U. 
S. Cavalry, then stationed at Fort 
Harker,' some four miles east of Ells¬ 
worth; the major asked what my pack¬ 
age contained, and on seeing the 
labels gave me a long story of the 
: history of the Pony Express, and of 
I many of the daring,rides made by the 
I carriers, among many of the names 
| he gave of the brave men employed 
; by this company, I had seen some, 
such as W. F. Cody, (Buffalo Bill) 
Jack Brady (then at Fort Harker J 
and Jim Hickok, (commonly called 
Wild Bill) as they had at different 
| times stayed at my father’s hotel in 
Ellsworth, so 1 made up my mind to 
find out more of the interesting sub¬ 
ject when I should again see these 
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people. 

I had at that time a very large dog 
named Zip, which was the largest I 
have or had ever seen, and which I 
used to ride around like a pony, and 
the major having several times seen 
him with me, said that I could make 
pocket money by making a Dog-pony 
Express out of him, as the troops at 
the post often needed sundry articles 
from the city for which they had to 
send or wait until “off-duty day.” 
More especially could we, “me and 
Zip,” make money, since there was a 
military ball in the city every Thurs¬ 
day night, and some of the men al¬ 
ways forgot some part of their equip¬ 
ment, and could send a note by mail, 
and have the article taken to them, 
and they would not mind “four bits” 
(fifty cents) for the trouble of deliv¬ 
ery. 

Well, I talked the matter over with 
my chum, one John McCune—still liv¬ 
ing I think in Kansas—who was in the 
scheme from the start; first off on the 
following morning we gathered up all 
the packages of stamps that we could 
find, which were then in a muddy con¬ 
dition as it had rained on the previous 
night. 

We then rigged up a small office on 
C. street, made a schedule of rates as 
follows: One light parcel 25 cents, 
one parcel under five pounds 50 cents, 
anything over that $1.00, and were 
ready for business. 

We did well, that is to say for two 
boys, until April 1st when the ball 
season stopped. We took turns in 
riding to the post, and delivered al- 
.inost all kinds of merchandise from a 
letter to a barrel of mess pork, which 
of course we could not carry, but paid 
a farmer who was going to Brooks- 
ville, 50 cents to leave it. 

In the fall of the year 1872, the fith 
cavalry were farther west and our 
trade fell away until early in 1873 the 
4th U. S. cavalry were installed at 


Barker, and resumed the military 
ball season, but they seemed to be 
under more strict discipline as it was 
seldom anything was left behind for 
us to deliver. The stamps which we 
found were of the 10c, 25c blue, 25c 
red and $1.00 red. 

They had all been cut into blocks of 
six, and tied up in packages of about 
250. We had as near as I can think 
two packages of the 10c of which we 
rarely used any, three of the 25c red, 
two of the 25c blue and three of the 
j $1.00 which also was seldom used. Ia 
j using them we affixed the value of 
! amount due to the parcel in stamps 
I for which we mostly used the blue as 
it was more in keeping with uniform 
of the troops. 

j These stamps were very heavily 
! gummed, and after affixing to the 
j parcel we drew a black crayon across 
j the stamps which obliterated it. In 
| the Spring of 1873, Major Coffee, then 
on his way to the Lava Beds to 
avenge the murder of General Canby, 

I laid over a day at the city, and inci- 
[ dentally inquired as to our venture; I 
further plied him with more questions 
i on this historical subject, wnich he 
I answered by giving me many more 
' interesting incidents, winding up with 
J this eloquent expression: “Yes, 

; where ran the Pony Express at from 
] 75 to 150 miles a day, now plies the 
! lightning express of the Union Pacific 
at from 50 to fiO miles an hour, going 
west, and coming east on its southern 
branch the Kansas Pacific.”

7IT LL philatelists know that in 1893 
‘ * our Government issued sixteen 
different kinds of stamps each bear¬ 
ing a design commemorative of the 
discovery of this continent by Chris¬ 
topher Columbus. These stamps were 
intended for use only during the year 
1893. Very few of us know that this 
same idea was carried out by Argen¬ 
tine Republic in 1892. But the stamps 
of Argentine Republic were only to 
be sold one day, and this day was Oc¬ 
tober 12, 1892, the day on which Col¬ 
umbus first caught sight of the New 
World. 

There were only two denominations 
issued, the 2 centavos and the 5 cent¬ 
avos. There were 200,000 of each 


issued. When the day for the sale of 
the stamps arrived the excitement 
was intense, and long before the office 
was opened an immense crowd had 
gathered. People even came to the 
office before daylight, and fairly 
forced their way to the doors. 

No one was allowed to purchase 
more than fifty stamps of each kind 
to prevent speculation. Everyone 
bought stamps and at three o’clock 
every stamp had been sold. 

At four o’clock speculation was rife, 
and the same stamps that were sold 
at face in the morning were fetching 
50c. Dealers made money, and the 
post-office clerks made a fine thing as 
over 50,000 of the 200,000 was bought 
up by them. The demand for these 
same stamps was so great from the 
European dealers that the Govern¬ 
ment of Argentina had to put some 
more on the market, so they had an¬ 
other 500,000 of each value printed, 
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and filled all orders for European 
dealers. This caused the price to 
drop very materially. You can now 
buy a pair at any dealers in Argen¬ 
tina for 30 centavos money, or 15 cents 
American currency. 

There are several collectors in 
Buenos Ayres who will not have any¬ 
thing to do with these stamps. These 
same stamps are worth verj T little, 
and I am taken aback to see Scott’s 
price of 40c each, which I consider 
fabulous. In Buenos Ayres you will 
see several of these stamps encased 
in gold frames and nicely got up as 
charms for watch chains and pins for 
neckties. 

It is a matter of impossibility to 
tell the second print from the first, 
but it is reported that they were all 
printed at one and the same time.

^T is recorded that in 1053 the first 
postage stamp was used in Paris. 
Unfortuately it was issued by a local 
company, and was soon withdrawn. 

According to the old method, pri¬ 
vate corporations had charge of the 
transportation of letters. The sender 
seldom paid the charges on them. 
There is an interesting story relating 
to this. 

In a certain English post office, a 
young man, Rowland Hill, was present 
when a poor girl called at the win¬ 
dow for her mail, and a letter was 
handed to her. She took it, turned it 
over, looked at it carefully, then said 
sorrowfully that she had not the 
money to pay the amount due. Mr. 
Hill took pity on her and paid the 
charges himself. He noticed subse¬ 


quently that she repeated the occur¬ 
ence, and asked her for an explana¬ 
tion. Then the poor girl confessed 
that there was an understanding 
between her and her brother. They 
were very poor and very fond of each 
other, (quite a frequent combination.) 
As they had to separate, and were too 
poor to pay postage, they devised 
certain marks to be put on the outside 
of their envelopes. In this way the} - 
knew whether the other was sick or 
well. If a streak of luck should strike 
the receiver,the postage could be paid;, 
if not the one receiving it could tell 
by the out side marks something of 
the condition of the other. 

This incident set Mr. Hill to think¬ 
ing, and resulted in the final estab¬ 
lishment of cheap, prepaid postage. 
Through the influence of Mr. Hill, an 
experimental rate of four pence was 
tried. As it worked satisfactorily, 
the rate was lowered to Id, at which 
it has since remained. 

As the world progresses, new im¬ 
provements come. More letters were 
sent, the sender occasionally prepay¬ 
ing the charges. This practice 
spread, as many others do. 

This made it necessary for the post¬ 
master to write on the envelope, 
whether it was prepaid, and other in¬ 
formation necessary in its journey. 
This was soon found to take to much 
time, so the postmaster printed labels 
to stick on the letter. These labels 
changed in form until they were 
worded something like a milk ticket, 
“Good for transportation of letters.’’ 
etc. 

In 1841, in the United States, A. M. 
Greig’s City Dispatch Company, com¬ 
menced the selling of the labels. 
Many were set with movable type, 
but later were engraved, as the latter 
added more to their beautj-. Soon, 
Blood & Co., sold labels, then all dis¬ 
patch companies. 

Before 1840 the English government 
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owned the post office. The Postmas¬ 
ter-General had tried in vain to get 
England to issue ‘‘labels,’' as they 
saved so much time. Success came 
after several failures, and in 1840 the 
first government postage stamp was 
issued. Many of the loyal subjects 
objected to the Queen’s face being 
blackened in cancelling, but as time 
passed on they got used to this as we 
all do to things which we must.

The United States postage rates 
were very high in 1844. A “single 
letter - ’ meant one sheet of paper. If 
the communication consisted of two 
sheets, or a newspaper clipping in¬ 
serted, double rate was charged. If 
a paper or magazine contained nine¬ 
teen hundred square inches or less, 
one cent per copy was paid for post¬ 
age; over nineteen hundred square 
inches was charged 2i cents. 

In 1847 the rate on a letter weigh¬ 
ing less than a half ounce, and whose 
destination was less than 300 miles 
was five cents. For the same weight, 
over 300 miles, the postage was ten 


cents. Also at that time the charge 
on a letter from New York to Cali¬ 
fornia (via Panama) was 40 cents. 
From California to England, 49 cents. 
From New York to England, 24 cents. 
Now in this country a letter weighing 
twice as much can be sent twice as 
far for less than half the cost of that 
time. 

Postmaster Cave Johnson succeeded 
in getting congress to pass a bill 
authorizing the issuing of stamps, 
March 3, 1847, after the failure of J. 
M. Niles, preceeding Postmaster- 
General. 

The first purchaser of stamps in the 
United States was Henry Shaw, 
father of “Josh Billings.” He was in 
the general post office department 
when the first sheets were brought in. 
He hastily inspected them and pur¬ 
chased one each of the ten and five 
cent denominations. The former he 
presented to Governor Briggs, of 
Massachusetts, and the latter he 
kept as a curiosity. Did he then 
dream of the amount of stamps saved 
as curiosities there would be in 1900V 

After the introduction of stamps in 
this country, the people took a dis¬ 
like to them, as they had done in 
England. Until 1855 stamps were 
placed on only about eight per cent, 
of all letters mailed. But in this 
year compulsory prepayment was en¬ 
forced. 

The history of stamps, from 1850 to 
the present date is well known to all 
collectors. 

Stamp collecting is supposed to 
have originated in France. An en¬ 
terprising gentleman, knowing that 
the fad of collecting various curiosi¬ 
ties. was quite fascinating, wondered 
why stamps would not answer the 
purpose, as well as woods, bugs, flow¬ 
ers, coin or relics. So he started a 
collection and interested everyone 
with whom he came in contact. Soon 
he became a dealer. 
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An American gentleman who was 
traveling in Paris, ran across this 
peculiar dealer. He occupied a large 
building, which was filled with busy 
clerks, attending to the wants of 
school boys and girls, who spent their 
treasured money for stamps. This 
appeared ludicrous to the practical 
American who could not see why little 
pieces of printed paper should have 
any value of importance. But as a 
curiosity of his travels, he bought an 
album, stamps, etc. This was the 
seed which once planted in our pro¬ 
ductive American soil, has multiplied 
until almost every village and city 
contains at least one collector. 

In conclusion, I will give a few dis¬ 
connected facts. 

The postage and revenue stamps of 
the United States, form a picture j 
gallery of forty-eight presidents, | 
great statesmen and warriors. Wash- I 
ington's face appears on 25 stamps: I 
Franklin on 21; Jefferson 13; Jackson J 
10, and Lincoln on every issue since 
1806, except Columbian series. 

Since 1875 it has been unlawful to 
print the picture of any living man 
on stamps, notes or other govern¬ 
ment papers. 

In the United States are over 
70,360 post offices. Tnese sell yearly 
4,000,000,000 pieces of stamped pa¬ 
per. 

During the process of stamp man¬ 
ufacturing, the paper is counted j 
thirteen times. In over thirty years, | 
not one sheet of paper has been lost; 
from the post office department.

No senor, they 
are legitiono. I believed I knew more 


so did not buy. I then asked to be 
shown some common stamps of Uru¬ 
guay, that, he had for sale by canti- 
dades, I saw and was preparing to 
buy, but on finding the price, they 
came out at a trifle over full rates by 
Scott’s catalogue. Of course I said 
to the man Adios Amigo. 

I then went up Calle Montivedeo 
and came to a Bookseller shop with a 
lot of stamps on show in the windows. 
When I entered I was immediately 
saluted as is the custom of our race, 
Buenosdias Cabellero, but on looking 
in front of me I could not see who 
spoke, but on looking down the shop, 
I saw a young Uruguayan lady dressed 
up to kill poor me an old soldier. I 
immediately proceeded to business. I 
want to buy stamps if cheap, but was 
informed that the proprietor was not 
out of bed as yet, so I must recall if 
I wanted to buy large lots, but on 
looking over the lot in the window, I 
picked up a few stamps at prices that 
was 13 per cent, below Scotts. I then 
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made the resolution to go and see the 
brfda Mechelii. I was received very 
cordially, as her husband and I were 
from the same country, viz: Santiago, 
Capitol of the Chilian Republic, and 
we saw each other often whenever we 
had occasion to cross the river, and 
we used to enjoy, and look forward to 
each other’s visit. 

After offering hfer my condolance 
on the death of her husband, I went 
straight as a mauser bullet to the 
point. What are you going to do with 
your late husband’s collection and 
stock of stamps. Amigo, I do not 
know as yet, as I am waiting for his 
brother to come from Santiago. Leave 
me your address in North America, 
and I may let you know. 

Readers I felt seasick at once, as I 
know what the collection is worth. 
After taking lunch with my hostess, 
I bid her adieu, and started down 
town but when I was half way on my 
journey, I heard the first whistle from 
my boat, so had to cut my stamp 
hunting short, and to hurry down to 
the mole. On my way back to board 
my boat, E had a good look at the 
U. S. S. Newark, looking so dove-like 
to us friends, that I felt much like 
paying a visit on board, but no, two 
whistles called me back to my senses, 
so had to hurry up. 

After getting under way and steam¬ 
ing for two days, we came in sight of 
Santos, Brazil. It was a pretty sight 
to look at the lofty mountains. In 
admiring the view, I got lost in 
thought, and fell to thinking how I 
would like to come across a present 
of the following stamps, about one 
hundred of the first issue 90 reis, and 
about three hundred slanting figure 
of 000 and 000 reis.

Friends I did not find any stamp 
collectors, but I found a quantity of 
speculators. The surcharges were in 
high life, every one came round me 
showing off their wares, but on my 
replying that I did not buy rubbish 
or speculative stamps, I was laughed 
at, and of course not knowing their 
jargon I was at a great disadvantage, 
but now and again I catch a word or 
two that I understand and these were 
Chilian ones. I imagine they were 
refering to me, as I was the only 
Chilian present. 

I had my trip to the post-office for 
nothing, but as I was leaving, I saw a 
gentleman, and he asked me if I spoke 
English, I replied poco calellero. 

Then he informed me not to buy 
an}^ stamps from these men in the 
post-office, as they are all ladrones.

Now I wanted to see it, but was in¬ 
formed that I would have to wait till 
afternoon, but at that time I would 
be miles away from Santos, so Amigos 
I had my trip to land for nothing. 

I went on board to m}- stateroom, 
and tried to imagine that I was in my 
celebrated smoke room with all the 
rare Brazilian stamps around me.

Plates for the printing of stamps 
have nearly reached the 900 mark. 

Do not allow your interest in stamps 
and collecting to become cold as the 
weather becomes hot. Stamp collect¬ 
ing should be made a permanent 
steady thing. Persistence in it will 
bring you satisfactory rewards.

The first printed are poorly centered, 
while the later printings are more 
carefully turned out, giving the stamp 
a much neater appearance. 


The prospectus of an exclusive ad¬ 
vertising sheet has reached me, hail¬ 
ing from Chicago. Characteristic of 
this city, the circular is full of wind. 
When a publisher makes the state¬ 
ment that he does not expect second 
class rates, but will mail each paper 
in a one cent wrapper, the whole 
thing looks suspicious. In addition to 
all this the publisher offers to spend 


60c in mailing copies of his journal for 
every 50c sent him for advertising. 

Canada c&u never rest. The notice 
has been issued b} r Mullocks Govern¬ 
ment to surcharge all the present 
supply of 3c stamps, to conform to 
domestic letter rate of 2c. No doubt 
next week we’ll hear of something 
new, perhaps an entirely new issue, 
as some of the Indian tribes in the 
northwest are unable to read the 
values on the current set. 

Rev. Whitmer, ex-president of the 
Nebraska Society, is Supt. of the 
Auburn Chautauqua, Aug. 11 to 20th. 
Any collectors visiting, should look up 
Mr. Whitmer, as he will be well paid 
for his time. Rev. Wnitmer is now 
pastor of the First Methodist Church 
at Tecumseh, Neb., and although a 
very busy man, still finds time to talk 
stamps as only a veteran can. Mr. 
Whitmer owns one of the finest and 
most complete collections in the west, 
being very strong in unused and per¬ 
fect specimens of great rarities. 

The ill fated newspaper stamps are 
at present a drug on the market. 
Many collectors in large places bought 
up a great many sets in hopes of a 
raise. Instead of a large profit, the 
price has gradually fallen until the 
holders are willing to sell at “any old 
price.” I notice a western dealer is 
offering single specimens of any value 
at from 50c for the $2.00 value, to 75c 
for the $100.00 stamps. 

I have just received from Cuba a 
copy of the 5c blue U. S. surcharged, 
but lacking the 5. Whether this is an 
error or not I do not know, and should 
be glad to hear of any others. I no¬ 
tice a number of dealers are offering 
“printers errors” for sale at fancy 
prices, and no doubt the stamp men¬ 
tioned above is an undiscovered var¬ 
iety. 
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The issue of private proprietaries 
has brought such a mass of letters to 
tne issuing companies, as to, in some 
cases, require the employment of an 
extra clerk. At first most of the firms 
sold a few stamps to each applicant, 
at a slight advance over face; but as 
the demands seemed to increase, most 
of them now refuse to sell at all, but 
refer the collector to some certain 
dealer who will supply the stamps at 
a certain stated price. Johnson and 
Johnson, ask the collector to prepay 
his order at the rate of 5c per stamp. 
As this is more than 500 per cent, over 
face value, very few collectors will 
order any; but send to his dealer for 
what he may need. 

The Chicago Record prints a pecu¬ 
liar story of a 12d black Canada that 
sounds rather strange. The stamp 
was found in a waste basket, and sold 
to a dealer for $5.00 along with a lot 
of other stamps.

HINTS ON PHOTOGRAPHY. 

Rock the Dish Gently .—Many be¬ 
ginners seem to think that by violent¬ 
ly rocking the dish they are assisting 
development. But, as a matter of 
fact, just the opposite is the case. 
Very gently rocking, just sufficient to 
keep the liquid slowly moving, is 
really far better. Violent rocking 
does two harmful things. It brings 
the fluid in contact with the air and 
oxidises it, so reducing its developing 
power; and secondly, it forms bubbles 
and froth. These are very apt to 
leave their mark on the plate. On 
the other hand, if the plate is put in 
the developer and allowed to stand 
quite still you are very likely to get 
what are known as “ripple marks.” 
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They are so called because they bear 
some slight resemblance to the rip¬ 
pling of the sand caused by a gently 
Mowing tide. Therefore, in order to 
get the best value out of plates and 
developer rock the dish gently just to 
keep the developer slowly and evenly 
moving. 

A Makeshift Tripod Screw. —Here, 
again, prevention is better than 
grumbling at one’s loss. Therefore 
attach the screw to the tripod top by 
means of a bit of thin chain or cat¬ 
gut. But, in case of a loss when far 
from home, cut a bit of fairly soft 
wood just a trifie larger than the lost 
screw. Then patiently work it round 
and round in the bush of the camera 
until a thread is cut. This will be 
enough to steady the camera on the 
tripod. 

Ctmnging Plates when Travel¬ 
ing. —Make it your invariable rule 
never to leave home with your camera 
without also taking a good size sheet 
of orange paper. This you can get 
at any photographic dealers for about 
a penny a sheet. Fold this up neatly 
and enclose it in a home-made brown 
paper envelope which just Mts the 
bottom (or side) of your camera case. 
Suppose you are at a hotel and want 
to change a few plates. Borrow the 
use of a room with a small window. 
Block this up with anything at hand, 
sheet or brown paper. Borrow' an 
ordinary candle and holder, fold up 
your sheet of orange paper (double 
thickness) to form a cone open at 
each end, one end being large enough 
to slip over the candlestick. A cou¬ 
ple of pins hold this together. Put 
your candle as far away from the 
table on which you are going to 
change, and you need fear little risk 
by any light reMected from the ceil¬ 
ing if only you turn your back to the 
\ light and shade your plates by bend¬ 
ing over them with your body. 

Photographing Animals; To catch 


their attention:—To be successful in 
this branch of photography many 
matters need careful attention—e. g., 
a suitable and appropriate back 
grounds, pleasing position of the ani¬ 
mal, quick plate aud shutter, etc. 
One point only is here mentioned just 
now—viz: to get the animal’s atten¬ 
tion, and keep it still at the right 
moment. This can be done with near¬ 
ly every likely subject by making a 
noise with which the subject is fami¬ 
liar. Suppose your “sitter'’ is a dog. 
You can nearly always get his atten¬ 
tion at once by imitating the buzz of 
a bee, or the slightly audible mew of 
a cat. A cat, on the other hand, is 
usually timid, but with a little pa¬ 
tience and a feather at the end of a 
j string, scratching a pin along a piece 
of rough paper, you can generally 
get her attention. Sheep and cows 
on the field will generally be attract¬ 
ed by a careful imitated bark of a 
dog. To catch the attention of a 
horse one must learn to whinny in 
horse-like fashion. A shrill whistle 
will also nearly always arrest the at¬ 
tention of a horse in the field. 

Removing Films from IVaste 
Negatives. —There are several ways 
of doing this. One easy way is to 
take the spoilt plate straight from 
the fixing bath and set out to dry in 
any out-of-the-way place. If then it 
is dipped in warm water, the next 
day usually, the film can be peeled off 
with the finger. Another way is to 
put the plates for half-an-hour in a 
bath of strong soda and water (i. e., 
kitchen soda). Another way is to 
put the plate in any fairly strong 
acid that happens to be at hand, i. e., 
“spirits of salts,’’ i. e., hydrochloric 
acid; say one part acid and five parts 
water. This method is not to be re¬ 
commended, as there is a rish of dam¬ 
aging one’s own fingers and clothes. 
Do not be in too great a hurry to 
throw away old negatives. Pieces of 
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clean glass are useful to the photo¬ 
grapher for many things—to make 
vignetting glasses and so on.

, was to stay at. This hotel is situated 
near the celebrated Corcovado Moun¬ 
tain. The air was pure and healthy. 
After having breakfast 1 asked my 
way to the Argentine Consulate, but 
luck was with me, he was staying in 
the same hotel, we started cityward 
together, after calling at the Chilian 
consul to report that I had arrived, 
and was enroute for the largest re¬ 
public in the world, the United States, 
i then started to see if 1 could find 
any stamp dealers. 1 found them by 
the dozen and in all sorts of business, 
i the majority were tobacco shops and 



restaurants. In rua de Marco I dived 
into the first one I caine to. and saw 
what he had, there was nothing much 
to be seen, but I bought a few mil reis 
worth, and was invited to call again. 
I next dropped into the Continental 
Hotel, and found a rather big stamp 
shop inside the doors. I was immedi¬ 
ately interested, I started to look 
through-several books and saw such 
things as the following nicely mount¬ 
ed with about one ounce of glue to 
the sheet: English lc, price 100 reis. 
France Id centimes, Germany lOpg, 
1 and 2c, all at 100 reis each. Now I 
wanted to see the Brazilian, I was 
shown the provisionals again, 1 got 
quite furious, no old issues, no old 
Emperor heads, then this celebrated 
dealer went very gingerly to a small 
box and brought out an old exercise 
book with his best Brazils. There Was 
not anything to speak of but i got a 
few cents worth for all my time. 

Well, during my stay down town 1 
managed to find the stamp shop of 
Alfh Briick & Co. Now I was very 
happy as 1 had corresponded with Mr. 
Briick a few years ago. I saw on the 
wall over his desk a large frame with 
a complete collection of Brazil, all 
unused from first issue up to date. 
This did my eyes good. 1 also saw 
Brazilian stamps in very large quan¬ 
tities. I was shown also a unique 
block of 10 of the 00 reis, first issue, 
and a block of 0 of the 000 slanting 
figures, all unused. Prices were, 
block of 10, first issue, $150 American, 
and block of six $100. As Mr. Briick 
speaks Spanish I was very well con¬ 
tented. I bought a few- odds and ends 
from him and can recommend him to 
any collector or dealer that would like 
to exchange or buy stamps of him. I 
next got round to rua sete de setem- 
bre and found Mr. Texcua. This deal-1 
er is a large cigar and cigarette 
manufacturer and has a few stamps ! 
for sale, but nothing to speak of. 


The next day 1 called on Mr. Alex¬ 
ander Speltz to see his collection. 
Well, readers, this was something in¬ 
teresting, his collection of postage 
stamps numbers 11,000 varieties ar¬ 
ranged in blank albums, I saw Brazil 
complete used and almost complete 
unused, besides blocks, pairs and 
strips, l was told afterwards that the 
collection of Mr. Speltz is the best in 
Bio de Janerio. 'ihis gentleman also 
collects revenues of the world, and he 
has a collection bordering on 20,000 
varieties. I spent a most enjoyable 
three hours with this German Brazil- 
! ian, 1 found a thorough gentleman. 

1 1 then went to the post office to mail 
| some letters to Buenos Ayres and 
I Santiago. 1 was here immediately 
known as a buyer of stamps and 1 was 
. worried out ot my patience. I was 
ottered all the surcharged stamps by 
the hundred, but 1 informed these 
j post office speculators that 1 w-as not 
| their stamps. 1 was told that all the 
| dealers in Europe and North America 
| were buying, as if I did not know this, 
j One gentlemanly old man quietly 
! handed me his card and asked me to 
I follow- him to his private office as soon 
I as possible. Well, after mailing my 
letters I immediately followed to this 
| den. I was received very politely, 

I and after lighting our cigarettes, I 
j was asked by this man, Wm. Manuel 
j Antonio de Uanalho Aranha, what a 
I name readers, if I wish to join him in 
' buying a lot of surcharges with errors 
j printed, and if I would go halves with 
him for the profit. 1 curbed my tem- 
j per and asked politely how it could 
j be done, he said, Oh, 1 have a relative 
and great friend at the government 
printing office, and I can have any¬ 
thing done there for a little favor to 
my friend. Now collectors and read¬ 
ers what do you think of a government 
official who will stoop to such meaness. 
Well, I will not repeat here wmat 1 
told this Mr. Aranha, but I will leave 





it to the reader to guess. Such are 
the things that is making stamp col¬ 
lecting a farce, when one man can 
have errors, etc., made to order. 
After this I was more than glad that 
I had resolved not to handle these 
stamps, and I never will. 

The next day I paid a visit to the 
U. S. warship Wilmington, and was 
royally received by the officers, and 
shown all over. A small and pretty 
ship but she looks dangerous. 

I was notified that my steamer was 
to sail next day for New York, so 
readers, I had to hurry up and get all 
my business in ship shape. 

Next day I took myself and belong¬ 
ings on board the S.S.C'apri bound for 
Bahia. After a run of three days we 
dropped anchor in the bay of Bahia, 
but orders were posted up in the 
saloon that no one was to be allowed 
on shore as yellow fever was very 
prevalent. Oh, I felt very sorry, 
as the sight from the bay was lovely, 
and I would have liked to have a hunt 
for collectors or stamps. After tak¬ 
ing aboard the mails and a passenger 
we started the same night for Per¬ 
nambuco. Pernambuco was to be our 
last Brazilian port of call, and I look¬ 
ed forward to see any collectors or 
dealers. But lo, when we arrived 
there was a tremendous storm blowing 
and we were forced to drop anchor 
outside the bar and wait, in a little 
while the signals from the lighthouse 
was run up, you will not let any pas¬ 
sengers on shore. Was T not mad, I 
can assure you readers I was. I can 
say that Pernambuco looks very pret¬ 
ty from outside the bar, but was in¬ 
formed that it is one of most dirty 
cities in the world, but if it was worse 
than Rio it was bad indeed, as I have 
seen some very dirty towns and cities 
in Europe, but 1 will give the medal 
of dirt to Rio de Janerio. While at 
at anchor here in Per nambuco, a few 
of us passengers were looking at the 


! sharks playing around the ship, and 
! after getting a hook and a piece of 
I salt pork we started to fish, and by 
| good luck we landed one of about six 
; feet, on deck. This was great sport 
as all the passengers ladies as well as 
children helped to get the monster on 
deck by helping to pull on the rope. 
After steaming ten days we dropped 
anchor at St. Lucia, to take in coal, 
but again we were prevented from 
going on shore owing to our coming 
from a yellow fever port. It was hard 
luck, as I wanted to look around for 
stamps. Well, after steaming eight 
days we made the Scotland lightship, 

1 and gradually steamed up to our pier. 

| 1 want here to extend my thanks to 

my friends Mr. L. T. Broadstone, of 
Superior. Neb., and to Mr. J. Walter 
I Scott, for their greeting and favors 
J that they have done for me. 

I am here collectors and readers 
among you and I thank you all for 
reading this my experience of my 
trip to the biggest republic. 

I shall shortly give you all in this 
pnper a complete catalogue of Ar¬ 
gentine and Chile stamps, etc.

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PART I 

Having seen almost all the catalogues 
that are published throughout the 
stamp collecting world, I have never 
found one that is correct. Of course 
they are correct in a sense, for the or¬ 
dinary collector, but for the specialist 
they are very incomplete. I will en¬ 
deavor in this article to give the most 
minute differences. There may be 
other varieties that collectors may find, 
and I would like the possessors of any 
varieties that are not catalogued here 
to inform me of such. I had studied 
these stamps even before I crossed the 
Andes to go into Argentine, and after 
being in Buenos Ayres a little time I 
got access to the archives of the post- 
office, and also the archives of tfie 
capital, and learned several items of 
interest in regard to the stamps of the 
country. I have seen a good many of 
the old plates, but they are in a very 
bad condition, as perhaps your readers 
may know. As a rule, South Amer¬ 
icans are very careless, but in Argen¬ 
tine I found it more profoundly so. as 
everything is manara (tomorrow), and 
they go from bad to worse. I have 
often had to give inducements to the 
clerks in the postoffice in order to let 
me have a look at some ^old files. In¬ 
formation is very hard to get in the 


Argentine Republic, as the Argentines 
are so pigheaded over their own im¬ 
portance, and one can never offer a 
suggestion, especially if you are a for¬ 
eigner, bin one who speaks Spanish and 
is of Spanish blood will always have a 
show, as they will not question his 
nationality,as the case was, I was many 
times taken for an Argentine, but my 
mode of business gave me away. In 
Chile we do not believe in the word 
manara, especially army men. We be¬ 
lieve in today, and we believe in the ( 
old axiom, “Today, and leave tomorrow 
take care of itself.” 

The specialist will find the stamps of 
Argentina very instructive and a quan¬ 
tity of errors are to be met with in per 
forations, etc. But here in America 
the majority of collectors do not go in 
very much for perforations, inverted 
watermarks, etc., etc. But all the same 
I will endeavor to give all the informa¬ 
tion I have at command. 1 will start 
with the first issue of the Confedera¬ 
tion of the Argentine states: 

1858—Small figure of value; 5c red, 
1st of May; 10c green, 1st of May; 15c 
blue, 1st of May; 15c light blue, 3d of 
January, 1859; 15c, very worn impres¬ 
sion. There are nine varieties of each 
value, the great difference lies mainly 
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in the bordering. These stamps can 
be plated. 

1860—Large figure 5, with colon after 
the 5; 5c red; 5c very light red; 5c dirty 
red. These stamps were lithographed 
at the government printing office. The 
10c of these issues were cut in two and 
used as 5c. 

The 15c blue were cut into three 
pieces and used as five cents each, but 
these are very scarce. You will find a 
good many of the 10c now used, but 
the one-third of the 15c are very scarce 
indeed in Buenos Ayres. I have seen 
one and one-third on an envelope, used 
as 20cts, sold for 250 peso, or equal to 


about #80. There were over 150,000 of 
these stamps of 5c, 10c and 15c found 
some years ago and they were sold as 
remainders. 

Collectors have got to be very care¬ 
ful of these stamps. Any bearing the 
postmark Patagonia, Chubut, Mis- 
siones, Pampa Cen., are forgeries. A 
good many forged ones of the Saute Fe 
and Rosario postmarks are to be found 
Buenos Ayres. 

T offer my services to all brother 
collectors for the examination of these 
stamps.

|.. i bad of the postoffice department, M. 
^ilougeot, called under secretary of 
state for postoffice and telegraph, has 
all along urged the new stamps. Re¬ 
membering the unfortunate abortive 
competition, the government applied 
directly to three well known artist- 
engravers, Messrs. Chaplain, Luc-Oliver 
Merson and Roty, all members of the 
Institute of France. M. Chaplain 
begged off because he had been on 
the jury that rejected the recent de¬ 
signs offered. M. Roty, designer of the

Suits 
were laid against him for infringing 
the Duke of York’s patent, and in the 
end his penny postage was made part 
of the general postoffice and Doekwra 
was given a pension of £500 a year. 1 
can find no further mention of Mr. 
Murray, but I find that Mr. Doekwra 
was made controller of the London 
office in 1697. 

The government of New York in 
1672 established “a post to goe monthly 
from New York to Boston, those that 
bee disposed to send letters to bring 
them to the secretary’s office, where, in 
a locke box, they shall be preserved till 
the messenger calls for them: all per¬ 
sons paying the post before the bag is 
sealed up." About thirty years after, 
this was made a fortnightly post, and 
connected the towns of Say brook, Hal¬ 
ford, Meyles and New York. The first 
postmaster-general of America was 
i mp ed ited in 1692. The following offi- 
J|Coticc may be of interest, it is 
taken from the records of the general 
court of Massachusetts of 1659: 

“It is ordered that notice be given 
that Richard Fairbanks his house in 
Boston is the place appointed for all 
letters which are brought from across 
the sea or are to be sent thither to be 
left with him: and he is to take care 
that they are to be delivered or sent 
according to directions and he is al¬ 
lowed for every letter one penny and 
must answer all miscarriages through 
his own neglect in this kind. ” 

William Penn established a postoffice 


in Pennsylvania in 1683, and general 
postoffices were also established and 
erected in Virginia in 1692 and in Phil¬ 
adelphia in 1692. 

There was in 1716 a 3d post estab¬ 
lished in England for distances under 
SO miles, 4d and 6d to Edinburg and 
Dublin; the postage also increased in 
proportion to the weight and size of 
the packet. An act of parliament was 
passed in Queen Ann’s reign consoli¬ 
dating all the postoffices in the British 
empire into one establishment, more 
power was given to the postmaster- 
general: it reorganized the chief letter- 
offices of Edinburgh, Dublin and New 
York, and settled new offices in the 
West Indies. 

Benjamin Franklin, who was post¬ 
master at Philadelphia in 1737, and 
then postmaster general of -the Ameri¬ 
can colonies in 1753, no doubt did a 
great deal to improve the postal sys¬ 
tem of his time in the Eastern states. 
He visited all the postoffices through¬ 
out Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New 
York and New England, looking up 
everything with his own eyes and in 
every way improving the system.

Adhesive stamps are, as the word 
implies, stamps made to adhere to any 
package or mail matter. The word is 
used to distinguish all ordinary stamps 
which are attached to mail matter 
from envelope and wrapper stamps 
which are printed or embossed upon 
envelopes and wrappers. Watermarks 
may be seen in most writing-paper. 
The paper in the process of manufac¬ 
ture is made thinner in certain places 
by the presence of wires of a certain 
shape on the roller called the “Dandy- 
Roll” under which it passes. The light 
shows through these thinner places 
more plainly than through the rest of 
the paper when it is held to the light. 
The stamps of British colonies nearly 
all have water-marks.

Stamp collectors in Brisbane were 
greatly surprised when it became 
known that a 2d stamp, of the 1890 die, 
on the embossed watermark paper, had 
come into circulation, and what was 
more surprising still, was that the 
entire lot had been sent out to small 
country postoffices, a few sheets to 
each office, some only receiving one or 
two sheets. Not a single one was to 
be seen at any of the offices at 
Brisbane 

These stamps were printed about 
the same time as the other provisionals 
in 1895, but were never issued to the 
public until recently. The explanation 
is this: Complaints having been made 
about the V 2 d and Id values, on the 
same paper, not tearing properly, and 
the quality of the paper and gum, it 
was decided not to issue them, so the 
parcels of 2d stamps were stored away. 

Mr. J. McDonnell, on retiring from 
office as under secretary of post and 
telegraph offices, thought it a good 
chance to get rid of these stamps, so as 
to leave a clean sheet to his successor, 
Mr. Scott. So the lot was sent out in 
small batches to the western offices. 

Country postmasters have been both¬ 
ered with letters from collectors re¬ 
questing some, but have received the 
usual replies, such as, sold out, have 
never received them at this office. As 
they were only sent to the most west¬ 
ern offices, they no doubt will become 
rare, there being only 250 sheets of 120 
stamps each; total, 30,000 stamps. 

Z,lg -Zag Perforation

The New Catalogue 

The makers of the New Catalogue, 
which will be put out and in the hands 
of collectors before many days, are 
cutting the catalogue value of a great 
many stamps. No doubt many stamps 
are catalogued too high, but it is the 
general opinion that the reducing in 
price of so many stamps is to cause 
outside dealers to reduce their dis¬ 
counts to much smaller figures so that 
they can compete, as their discount is 
only ten per cent, on all purchases over 
one dollar. But how about the stamps 
that are catalogued too low'? There 
are lots of stamps 1 would buy by the 
hundred at full catalogue, and one in 
particular that I call to mind, that 1 
would buy at full catalogue and pay a 
premium of ten per cent, instead of 
asking for the ten per cent, discount. 
After the catalogue is out, and should 
the price remain the same on this par¬ 
ticular stamp as it has been for the 
past three years, the writer will make 
further note of it and give the many 
dealers and collectors a chance to un¬ 
load and deplete my pocketbook, as 1 
will buy all that are sent me, and I will 
never cry enough. Bear in mind this 
is no high priced stamp, as it is cata¬ 
logued at not over eight cents.

The luck of interest in the revenues 
of Canada during the period of the 
semi-boom of revenues of the United 
States lias always been an enigma 
to me, the, more so because to every 
philatelist, whether lie collects for love 
or profit, these stamps offer every in¬ 
ducement to attract and hold his at¬ 
tention . 

To the real collector, the one who 
collects for the love of collecting and 
the pleasure derived from the posses¬ 
sion of stamps, and makes the distinc¬ 
tion between postage and revenue 
""stamps very narrow, these stamps ap¬ 
peal very strongly. 

If you are an admirer of excellence 
j in the engraver’s art, I invite you to 
turn your attention to the second issue 
of Bell stamps, the first issue of On¬ 
tario, or the issues of the Supreme 
Court of Canada. 

If you seek varieties in perforations, 
etc., and shades, a very wide field is by 
these revenues opened. 

And if you collect stamps for profit, 

; few can equal and none excel these 
f -stamps as an investment. Certain var- 
ieties are not rare, but owing to their 
being used in one place are easily se¬ 
cured at a very nominal price. If a 
1 sum, no matter how large or how 
small, is judiciously invested, owing to 
the present low price, by reason of, as 
yet, small demand, it will undoubtedly 
amply repay the investor., This applies 
to both rare and common stamps, as 
after the boom, that is, without doubt, 
imminent, the common will be rare 
and the rare, extremely rare. 

These stamps, with one or two ex¬ 
ceptions, are still within the reach of 
the collector of modsrade means, and 
any collector who has not at least a 
small collection is very unwise. In a

short time a boom will set in and then, 
with an increased demand, the value 
will materially increase. So be, like all 
wise collectors, prepared for it by hav¬ 
ing a collection of these very interest¬ 
ing stamps. 

The average collector is extremely 
uninformed regarding the stamps that 
are embraced in the Canadian Revenue 
category. To his mind the revenue 
stamps consist of Hell and Law stamps. 
He is generally of the opinion that 
only one series of Hell stamps have been 
issued, and that the Provinces of Can¬ 
ada, formerly Upper and Lower Can¬ 
ada, but now Ontario and Quebec, are 
the only issues. It would doubtless 
cause him to be much astonished if he 
were to be informed that besides there 
being four distinct issues of Hell 
stamps, aggregating 73 varieties. 220 
varieties of Law stamps of six differ¬ 
ent classes, as well as several other 
classes of revenues have been issued. 
The latter classes include tobacco and 
cigarette stamps, etc., which are not 
collected by the average collector and 
the following generally collected classes: 
Supreme Court, 12; Has, 0; Weights 
and Measures, 30, and Electric Light 
Inspection, 7; New Brunswick Probate, 
0; Quebec Registration, i 1; Quebec 
License, 1; Quebec Assurance, 15, be¬ 
sides 12 varieties C. P. H. and 10 var¬ 
ieties H. W. W. Telegraph Franks. 

The Law stamps of Ontario and Que¬ 
bec, as well as the Registration stamps 
of Quebec, come in two distinct shades, 
light and dark, but as few collectors 
make the distinction. I have not in¬ 
cluded these varieties in my list. 

None, or very few, at least, collect 
the different perforations, but as these 
varieties are known to exist, great 
scope is presented to the specialist, as 
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after a while distinctions will be made itself and you will be the loser if you 
and some varieties become valuable, do not accept it at once.

It will be of interest to the readers of 
the Philatelic West and Camera News 
to know that the Mexican secretary of 
communications and public works has 
issued a notice amending the decree 
first published in regard to the new is¬ 
sue of postage stamps. 

The new issue will be on sale from 
and including November 1, and until 
January 31, 1900, both issues will be 
admitted on all mail matter. After 
February 1, ltKX), the new issue only 
will be received on mail matter. 

On and after November 1, 1899, 
stamps of the issue up to that date 
may be changed for those of the new 
issue at any postoflice in the republic, 
and may be so changed until January 
1, 1900. 

The postage stamps will be issued in 
the following denominations, design, 
shield of the national arms: 1 cent, 
emerald green: 2 cents, red: 3 cents, 
sienna; 5 cent, Prussian blue; 10 cents, 
orange and lilac; 15 cents, prussian 
blue on light red; View of the Falls of 
Juanacatlan, 50 cents, black with violet 
margin; View of Popocatepetl, -SI.00. 
black on ultramarine; View of the 
Cathedral of Mexico, $5.00, black on 
carmine. Postal cards, lc, 3c and 3c. 
Letter cards, 2c and 5c, with and with¬ 
out reply cards. Stamped envelopes, 
2c, 5c and 10c. Newspaper wrappers, 
lc and 2c.

The complete new issue was out on 
November 1, 1899, and consists of 25 
varieties at a face value of $7.65.

Such favors 
as these are always thankfully received.

A Mexican firm are contemplating

, be. These stamps are made to be used 
| separate from the coupon, and they 


should be collected in the same way. 

In a local store the other day I no¬ 
ticed some American plug tobacco 
which was nearly covered with the one- 
half cent green tobacco stamps, some 
10 being on each piece. 

How many Mexican revenue collect¬ 
ors have seen any of the 1894 5 Renta 
Interior surcharged Alcoholes? A $10 
bright green of this issue recently sold 
for $30.00.

The stamps of Germany are printed 
in sheets of 400, and each sheet is di¬ 
vided into four panes of 100 each.

The surcharge “S. P.” ou the stamps 
of Luxemburg means “Service Public.” 

The stamps of Curacao and Surinam 
previous to 1892 were sent from Hol¬ 
land to the colonies without gum. 

The picture of James Madison on 
the two dollar blue, current issue, is 
after a portrait by Gilbert Stuart; that 
of John Marshall, on the live dollar de¬ 
nomination, is after the portrait by 
Inman. 

The current 10 cent stamp of France 
is now printed in carmine, to conform 
to the Postal union agreement as to 
uniformity of colors. 

The l florin stamp of Hungary has 
been withdrawn from circulation, on 
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account, so it is stated, of a gigantic 
steal of stamps of this value. 

“Too many collectors are murmuring 
over the great time and money which 
must be spent to get some of these 
stamps, while around them are stamps 
and rarities, that, though small in 
value now, will constantly rise in value 
as those for which they sigh have, in 
days passed. The average collector 
never thinks of the many opportuni¬ 
ties which are his now to accept, but 
rathe r lets them slip by unnoticed. If 
he would only notice and accept them, 
he could in a few years make, what are 
now his pennies, dollars. This is a 
fact and not a vague idea.” 

That amusement which gives one 
pleasure and is not costly or hurtful in 
any way is a good amusement. Such 
a one is the pastime of stamp col¬ 
lecting. 

Is your stamp collection growing?

The following report of the Detroit 
meeting was omitted from the October 
number by an oversight of the printer. 

The Perforator says: “Of all the con¬ 
ventions that have been held by the 
various stamp societies none have been 
so completely successful as the one just 
held in Detroit. That the Philatelic 
Sons of America should carry off all 
the honors and be so royally received 
and entertained, is a matter long to be 
remembered. From the mayor of the 
city to the residents of the principality 
there was not a thing due a prinee that 
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V. B. 

was not bestowed upon the visitors. 
The mayor made the visitors feel at 
home and the Detroit collectors kept 
them feeling that way. The illumina¬ 
tion of the city hall was an honor that 
has never been bestowed upon a con¬ 
vention of stamp collectors at any time 
in the history of our meets. The hos¬ 
pitality of the citizens of Detroit can¬ 
not be excelled. Every thought for 
the entertainment of her guests was 
put into action, and the week passed 
there will long be remembered as one 
of the principal events in the history 
of our society. Detroit is an ideal 
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convention city and the residents spare 
no effort in showing it." 

The souvenir book and meeting at 
the art museum were leaders for others 
to follow. The trolley rides, with lunch; 
visit to Walker’s distillery, the largest 
in Canada; special rigs and drives to 
Belle Isle; special boat up to St. Clair 
Flats, were only a few of the attrac¬ 
tions. 

D. T. Eaton gave out the neatest 
card seen, having the war revenues in 
two colors, by using two stamps to 
make one.

It 
would have been much better had 
spaces been left for each envelope in 
its entirety, as in the near future en¬ 
velopes will only be collected in tiiat 
form. Some spaces for adhesives are 
also much too small. The album will 
no doubt make many new specialties 
in the Hritish North American issues, 
as many of the stamps are cheap and 
any one can make a good showing 
with small outlay of cash. Tire writer 
for one is going to specialize, and hopes 
to make quite a good collection of 
these very interesting stamps.

Krom “HOBBIES” of England 


This montlLwe propose to give some 
hints on what to many young philate¬ 
lists is a most difficult matter -the 
proper examination of a postage, stamp 
with regard to printing, paper, perfo¬ 
ration and water mark. To examine 
these efficiently, the philatelist needs 
certain mechanical aids, which we shall 
attempt to describe. 

I.—THE DESIGN OF THE STAMP 


Something in the shape of a magni- 
1 tying glass is an absolute necessity to 
I the philatelist who wishes to study 
’-•properly the stamps he collects. Im¬ 
portant differences of type are some¬ 
times so minute as to defy the naked 
eye, and in many countries, such as 
Piemen, Pergedorf, (treat Britain (the 
; earlier issues), I'nited States, and oth- 
| ers, mere specks in the design are of 
paramount importance in determining 
either the date of issue or what is far 
more essential, the genuiness or other¬ 
wise of the specimen examined. The 
appliance generally used by philatelists 
j and usually stocked by stamp dealers 
. for this purpose, is a small square fold- 
i ing glass known as a “linen tester.” 
I Our experience of this is that it is a 
most “liddling” and bothersome instru¬ 
ment, and we recommend the young 
philatelist to content himself with the 
ordinary magnifying glass, such as nat- 
- uralists and botanists use; but let it be 
a fairly good one, or the results will be 
far from satisfactory. So much for the 
face of the stamp, which, so far as ex¬ 
amination goes, is quite the simplest 
part of the battle. 

II.—AS TO PAPER 


It is frequently a matter of the great¬ 
est importance to know the “make” of 
paper used in the production of some 
particular stamp, and although the 
philatelist may be fully conversant 


with the differences between “wove” 
and “laid,” he will find it no easy mat¬ 
ter to give an off hand decision in a 
particular case. Had we simply a plain 
piece of paper to examine the matter 
would be comparatively easy, but in 
the case of a postage stamp the printed 
design on the front and the gum on 
the back combine to render the fabric 
more or less obscure. 

A well known American philatelist, 
Mr. ('. 1\ Krauth, of Pittsburg, some 
years ago explained to a gathering of 
his fellows an ingenious contrivance 
for the ready classitication of papers 
by means of reflected light. Briefly 
this is Mr. Krauth's metho'd (and the 
thing is so simple that any reader 
should be able to construct it at home): 
lie takes a small wooden box. open at 
one side, and fitted with a glass top, 
and having inside an adjustable hinged 
mirror. I'nder the glass lid of the box 
is lixed a piece of cardboard of the 
same size, but with an opening in it 
cut to correspond to the size of the 
average postage stamp. Above the 
box is an arrangement for holding a 
small ordinary lens. (liven the appa¬ 
ratus we have described, the rest is 
easy. The stamp to be. examined is 
laid on the glass lid exactly opposite 
the aperture in the cardboard, the open 
side of the box is turned towards the 
window (or towards the gas or lamp, if 
artificial light is used) and the adjust¬ 
able mirror inside the box is set at an 
angle which will cause it to transmit 
the rays of light upwards through the 
hole in the cardboard, and conse¬ 
quently, through' the stamp. The 
stamp itself must now be shielded 
from the light by means of the philate¬ 
list’s hand, or a book or card, or any¬ 
thing that will not interfere with the 
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free passage of light into the open end 
of the “Examination Box,” and the 
stamp will then be found to be bril¬ 
liantly’ illuminated, and the question 
whether it is on wove or laid paper, or 
on any of the sub divisions of “laid,” 
(such as “quadrille,” “batonne,” etc.) 
will be very readily answered. 

We shall be very glad to hear the ex¬ 
periences of any readers who may 
adopt this method. 

III. - AS TO PERFORATION 

The system of perforation-measure¬ 
ment employed by philatelists the 
whole world over has been explained 
repeatedly. For the benefit of the new¬ 
est generation of readers, however, let 
it be said once again that perforations 
are calculated on a French basis of 
measurement, owing to the fact that 
the importance of studying variations 
in perforation was first insisted upon 
by a French philatelist. Hr. Legrand. 
The good doctor’s plan was to deter¬ 
mine the “size” of the perforation on 
the basis of the number of “teeth” or 
projections occurring in the space of 
2 centimetres. Because 14 of these 
“teeth” occur in some British stamps 
and 16 in others we call the former 
“perf. 14,” and the latter “perf. 16.” As 
a handy means of measuring perfora¬ 
tions a printed card or slip of wood 
known as a perforation guage is used, 
and this is perhaps the most essential 
item in a philatelist’s outfit The stamp 
is moved across the lines of dots on 
the guage until the line is found into 
which the. teeth of the perforation ex¬ 
actly lit. That done the size of the per¬ 
foration is represented by the number 
placed against that particular line of 
dots. 

IV. —AS TO WATERMARK 

If the watermark of a stamp be at all 
obscure, as is very often the case, a 
little benzine is the soverign remedy. 
Benzine, however, is a dangerous com¬ 
modity to handle, and we strongly warn 
philatelists not to use it anywhere near 
ft gas-jet or a {ire, The ideal way of 


detecting a “bashful” watermark—and 
one that we have never known to fail— 
is to lay the stamp face downward on 
a black surface. Photographers hav¬ 
ing a ferrotype plate convenient to 
their hand will find that an excellent 
thing for the purpose; but any really 
black surface will suit. Now apply the 
benzine, very sparingly, with a camel’s 
hair brush to the back of the stamp, 
and almost instantaneously the water¬ 
mark will be thrown up with amazing 
clearness. The benzine will not hurt 
the stamp in any way, but as we have 
stated before, if a flame of any sort is 
in close proximity, it will hurt the 
philatelist. 

Even if the stamp operated on be an 
unused specimen in “mint” condition, 
the gum will be in no way affected by 
the benzine. Collectors may be per¬ 
fectly easy on this score. 

“When found make a note of it.” It 
is quite the usual thing nowadays to 
note a stamp’s watermark or other 
characteristics in one’s album. This is 
most neatly done by means of rubber 
stamps, such as stamp dealers now sell 
in large variety. Pen or pencil scrib- 
blings, unlees one’s calligraphy is ex¬ 
ceptionally good, detracts greatly from 
the general appearance of a stamp- 
album.

1. Blank Books will be supplied at 5 
cents each (5 for 25 cents. 

2. Stamps must be affixed by hinges 
and the price of each book must be at 
least $3.00. 

3. Registered mail must always be 
used in forwarding books. 

4. Damaged or heavily cancelled 
stamps are not desirable. 

5. The Supt. reserves the right of 
rejecting any books he may think un¬ 
desirable. 

0. Circuits may be kept 3 days; but 
if retained longer, a fine of 10 cents per 
day will be imposed. 

7. In removing stamps mark the 
blank space with your name in ink or 
by rubber stamp. 

8. Upon receipt of packet see that 
all spaces are marked where stamps 
have been removed. Any missing 
stamps must be adjusted with the pre¬ 
ceding member or the last member on 
the list will be responsible for all blank 
spaces. 

9. Forward [Jackets to next on list 
by Registered mail, mark on list exact 
date sent, advise the Superintendent 
and send amount of purchase by M. O. 
if over 81.00, under that sum stamps 
will be accepted. This rule must be 
complied with, whether the buyer has 
stamps on the circuit or not, as no run¬ 
ning account will be allowed. 

10. Should packets be handed from 
one member to another, receipt for 
same must always be taken, or Wie one 
delivering them will be held respon¬ 
sible. 

11. The Superintendent will use his 
discretion in retiring books; but none 
will remain out longer than 3 months

Don’t ail speak at 

H. J. Guest of England describes a 
new card that is issued, the old size 
international card being withdrawn. 
The new card is larger and is differ¬ 
ently worded. In color the old card 
was a kind of brick vermillion, while 
the new is rose color. The inland card 
was issued Nov. 1, is buff m color, and 
same substance as international; size, 
oLxS 1 .,. The old size, 4 3-4x2 5-16, is 
withdrawn, both white and buff colors. 

Provisional postal cards for Porto 
Rico were made by printing the words 
"Porto Rico” under the stamp of the 
current U. s. postal cards; 13,000 were 
so printed. 

In I860, while Professor Emanuel 
llerrman of Vienna, was seeking a 
vast amount of information by corres¬ 
pondence for his notable book. The 
Guide to the Study of National Econ¬ 
omy, the thought occurred to him that 
many advantages would result from 
the adoption of a means of correspond¬ 


ence cheaper than a sealed letter. On 
January 26 he went before the Aus¬ 
trian Post director with his idea, an 
open, stamped card, and his suggestion 
was almost immediately adopted. 
Within a month the Austrian postal 
authorities printed and sold 1,000,000 
postal cards, and thus established this 
indispensable means of communica¬ 
tion. -Saturday Evening Post. 

Ministerial Councillor Prof. Herr¬ 
mann, the inventor of the postal card, 
has recently suggested to the Vienna 
postal authorities the introduction of a 
combination of postal card or letter 
with the telephone and telegraph ser¬ 
vice, lie suggests that a special card 
be authorized, to be posted in the or¬ 
dinary way, the contents to be trans¬ 
mitted to the address by the receiving 
postmaster either by telegraph or tele¬ 
phone, as may be most convenient.

; supply house.

Good Things to Remember 

The dark room should be tested oc¬ 
casionally. 

Dust on the lens often causes foggy 
plates. Keep your lens clean; it will do 
better work. 

It is not safe to expect clean and 
faultless negatives to come out of dirty 
developing and fixing solutions. 

You can remove pyro stains from 
the lingers by using a wash made as 
follows: Make a 10 per cent, solution 
of oxalic acid, and to one part of this 
solution add 20 parts of water when de¬ 
siring to use the wash. 

Do you have trouble in making your 
labels stick to chemical bottles? If so, 
try this: stick your lables on with glue 
or varnish, preferably the former, and 
then varnish them over with picture 
varnish. The following preparation 
will hold the labels immovable for 
years: Canada Balsam, 2 oz.; Turpen¬ 
tine, 3 OZ. 

Private mailing cards must exactly 
conform to the size of the government 
postal card or they will not be allowed 
to be sent through the mail. 

English postage stamps are to be 
changed New Year's, the half-penny to 
green instead of red, and the penny 
stamps to red. It will likely be the 
cause of blundering at first.

In commenting on a report of the 
'recent N. 1’. S. convention Mekeel’s 
Weekly has the following to say: “A 
Philatelic society is responsible for the 
management of the exchange depart¬ 
ment; as it is the power behind the 
throne, it is to be held responsible for 
the conduct of its chosen officials.” 
The able editor seems to have drifted 
from his subject, as the matter under 
discussion was not the liability of the 
society for the acts of its exchange su¬ 
perintendent, but the liability of the 
superintendent for stamps taken by 
members of the society and not paid 
for. While it may appear at first 
glance that the society should reim¬ 
burse a member for stamps lost 
through its exchange department, yet 
There are two sides to the question. In 
the X. P. S. the dues are small, hardly 
enough for running expenses, and no 
fund is provined for the liquidation of 
such claims. Any member who places 
stamps with the exchange department 
knows exactly to whom they will be 
sent for exchange, that is, to members 
of the N. P. S. only, and should he 
not be willing to assume the responsi¬ 
bility, he should not use the depart¬ 
ment. and expect the society to guaran¬ 
tee a risk which he will not assume 
personally. So long as the use of the 
department is confined to members 
only, and the society receives no bene¬ 
fit from the department directly, it 
does not seem proper to ask it to stand 
the losses of individual members.

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Color ^Effects on JSromt&e paper 

Hy H. V. THORNTON 


" Bromide paper is a paper coated 
with an emulsion composed of silver 
« bromide and gelatine, and it may be 
1 used either for contact printing or en¬ 
largements. It is a developing and 
! not a printing out paper; that is, it 
shows lfo image until it is developed 
in a bath prepared for that purpose. 

All the process of working this paper 
except that of printing, must be con¬ 
ducted in a dark-room, with a ruby 
light. 

Ordinary handling of bromide paper 
gives prints of a brilliant black and 
white finish, but various tones may be 
produced by treating the print with a 
lead bath, composed of, lead nitrate 
l pint, potassium ferrocvanide 1}£ pts; 
distilled water 25 pts. This bath must 
be filtered before using. Print the 
negatives according to the directions 
which comes with the package, and de¬ 
velop with any good developer. Do 
not develop fully, but stop as soon as 
the detail begins to appear in the 
shadows. 

Fix the picture as usual, and wash 
thoroughly. While still wet immerse 
in the lead solution. Leave the print 
in the bath until the image turns yel¬ 
low, and then wash in running water, 
which will turn the image white, when 
it may be treated with any of the fol¬ 
lowing baths, according to the color 
desired; 

Red Brown Lranium nitrate, 1 pt; 


ammonium chloride, l pt; water, 10 pts. 
After washing, and before drying, im¬ 
merse the print in this bath until the 
desired shade is obtained, wash well, 
and dry between clean blotters. 

(Ireen Cobalt sub-chloride, 1 pt; 
water, 10 pts. Let stand an hour and 
filter before using. Keep prints mov¬ 
ing gently until they assume a fine 
green tone, wash well, and dry between 
blotters. 

Chestnut Brown - Cupric chloride, 1 
pt; water. 10 pts. Immerse prints in 
this bath just as they come from the 
lead bath, without previous washing. 

Sepia Brown Sepia brown tones 
may be obtained on enameled bro¬ 
mide by using the following solution: 
Hypo, 2H oz: ground alum, I 2 oz;gran- 
nlated sugar, C, oz; water, 17’., oz. 
Dissolve the hypo first and then add 
the alum and sugar. This bath keeps 
well, and can be made up in large 
quantities if so desired. To use, take 
two trays. In one have cold bath, and 
in the other hot bath. Immerse prints 
in cold bath for a few minutes, and 
then, without previous rinsing, trans¬ 
fer to hot bath After toning rinse in 
alum bath composed of I oz of alum 
to 35 oz of water. Wash thoroughly 
and dry on a ferrotype plate. 

It is now Festival week here in Chi¬ 
cago,, and night and day all available 
points are crowded with excited ama- 
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tears, taking anything and everything 
of any interest. I have counted sev¬ 
enty-nine in the space of one block, all 
taking the same, thing. The best part 
of these snap away at anything and 
everything, without regard to light, 
time, stop, focus, or aught else, trust¬ 
ing in providence to make a good neg¬ 
ative out of it; some failing to open 
their shutters, and timing pictures 
they never take, and then wondering 
why the plate remains blank in the 
developer; others do the same thing by 
leaving the slide in their plate holders; 
some take a host of pictures, neglect 
ing to change the plate or film, thus 
making a'combination of various ex¬ 
posures at. various things, all on the 
same plate or lilm: others don’t load 
their cameras at all, and try. appar¬ 
ently, to take their impressions on air. 
Well, such is life. The writer has done 
all these things, and many more, and 
is not ashamed to acknowledge it, as it 
is only by experience that one ever 
learns anything in photogiaphy. There 
are, however, quite a few pictures — 
that, is, good ones—which with a little 
care can at present be taken here* 
which can not be duplicated a month 
hence, and consequently, if our festi¬ 
val has done nothing else, it has made 
a run on photo supply houses here, 
such as they have not had since the 
.1 ubilee. 

Photographic Notes 

Hint for Bromide Workers. If you 
want your prints to look bright and 
have clean and clear lights, dissolve a 
teaspoonful of citric, or tartaric acid in 
half a pint of water. After the prints 
have been fixed and well washed, give 
them five or ten minutes in this acid 
bath, and again wash well. Then hang 
up to dry. 

Dusting Brush for Plates.— Broad 
soft-hair brushes are sold for this pur¬ 
pose, and money so spent is well invest¬ 
ed, as it will save many a negative. 


But for a makeshift, use apiece o.' 
clean black velvet folded over the edg* 
of a bit of card. Be careful to only jus 
touch the surface, and on no accoumu 
rub or scratch it, or a mark will surely! 
result. 

Spoiled Lantefn Plates. Do not. 
throw away as useless any spoiled lan-i 
tern plates. .Just take them straight 
out of the fixing bath, and without 
washing lay them fiat down, face up-i 
wards, on any convenient shelf. A dip ) 
into warm water next day will bring;} 
off the film and presto! you have a j 
cover glass which only requires well 1 
washing in a little soap and water to i 
get rid of any finger marks. 

Dusf Spots -Pinholes on the Nega¬ 
tive. Veiy few beginners at all realise • 
the great importance of keeping out 
dust from the inside of the camera, the 
inside of the plate holder, and the sur¬ 
face of the plates. The inside of the 
camera and slides should be frequently 
dusted out, using a soft brush, and fin¬ 
ally a bit of soft rag. Always dust the 
surface of the plate when placed in the 
dark slide, and also when taken out 
just previous to developing. Those 
tiresome little clear spots in the nega¬ 
tive tire nearly all due to tiny specks, 
of dust getting on the plate previous 
to exposure. 

The Dark Room Light. This is one 
of the matters about which the begin¬ 
ner is almost sure to have trouble. 11 is 
first mistake —a very pardonable one 
is in thinking that the darker the col¬ 
our of the glass of his dark room lamp, 
the safer it must be. Now here he is 
wrong, for bis eye is but a very poor 
judge, of what will or will not harm 
the plate. Wlxat is wanted is not 
“dark room lanterns,” but a safe light 
in the dark room, and plenty of it. 
Presuming the reader has a ruby glass 
lamp, let him cover the glass of this 
witli a piece of orange paper -the kind 
which may he bought a penny a large 
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sheet at any photographic dealer’s— 
ond rub a little oil or glycerine over the 
japer. He will find that the oi;ange 
japer lias reduced the lighting power 
very little indeed, but it has at the 
sarae time softened and diffused the 
fight,-and cutout certain of the rays 
which nearly always manage to get 
through all ordinary ruby glass. The 
light is now both safer and more pleas¬ 
ant to work in. 

Economical Toning Bath for Proofs. 
—Photographers very often desire their 
prints, etc., which are not required to 
be permanent, to have the same tone 
as a finished photograph, but they do 
not care about wasting gold on them. 
Excellent tones may be cheaply ob 
tained on proofs by using what is 
Known as the “lead” toning bath, the 
formula for which is: Acetate of lead, 
% oz Hyposulphite of soda, 4 ozs.: 
Water, 20 ozs. (I pint). l T se hot dis¬ 
tilled. or rain water, otherwise a white 
insolube precipitate is formed Prints 
should be much darker than required 
when finished: portraits should gener¬ 
ally be printed till the faces have a 
swarthy, unpleasant apperance. The 
proofs are put straight into the solu¬ 
tion and will immediately turn a 
mustard-yellow colour; in a few min¬ 
utes, however, their tone will improve 
land pass through all the stages of red 
and brown till they reach a brilliant 
purple, when toning is complete. The 
(prints should now be washed for a 
i quarter of an hour in running water. 

(Carried 
lout in this way, lead toning is fairly 
i permanent. Prints toned by this bath

Dark Photographs.—The theory that 
so-called dark photographs are pro¬ 
duced by the action of hydrogen per¬ 
oxide has been Sustained in an elabo¬ 
rate series of experiments at the Davy- 
Faraday Labratory, London, by Dr. W. 


J. Russel. He has shown that all the 
results produced upon a photographic 
plate by both metals and organic sub¬ 
stances can be produced by hydrogen 
peroxide; that this substance acts 
through gelatine, celluloid,etc., exactly 
like the metals, essential oils, etc.; and 
that the active metals and other mater¬ 
ials are the ones capable of giving rise 
to hydrogen peroxide by oxidation in 
moist air. 

Paris 1900.—The administration of 
the Paris exposition now gives out 
that the use of cameras on the grounds 
during the exposition will be allowed 
to anyone procuring a permit from the 
commissioner general, and that the use 
of hand cameras, even in the buildings 
among the private exhibits will not be 
objected to. This is by far the most 
liberal treatment ever accorded camera 
fiends by an exposition and will be ap¬ 
preciated.
